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LAWS    RELATING    TO   THE    STATE    BOARD    OF 

CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTION 

PUBLIC  LAWS,  1926 


CHAPTER  108 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction 

1.  How  Constituted.  There  shall  be  a  state  board 
of  charities  and  correction,  consisting  of  the  secretary 
of  the  state  board  of  health  ex  officio  and  five  others, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  each  year  by  the  gov- 
ernor and  council  for  a  term  of  five  years  and  until  his 
successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 

2.  Compensation;  Expenses.  They  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  but  shall  be  paid  their  reason- 
able expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

3.     ,Advice,  etc.     The  secretary  of  the  state 

board  of  health  shall,  when  requested  by  the  board  of 
charities,  give  advice  and  perform  service  without  addi- 
tional compensation  except  expenses  incurred. 

4.  Secretary.  They  may  appoint  a  secretary 
from  outside  the  board,  who,  under  their  direction, 
shall  give  his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office,  act 
as  visiting  agent  to  placed-out  children  and  super- 
visor of  volunteer  visitors  and  perform  such  other 
other  duties  as  may  rightfully  belong  to  his  office. 

5.     ,  Salary.    The  salary  of  the  secretary  shall 

be  twenty-seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year. 

6.  Assistants.  They  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council,  employ  inspectors  at  salaries 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year,  and  such 
other  agents  as  may  be  necessary  properly  to  perform 
the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law. 

7.  Supervisory  Powers;  Investigations.  They 
shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  neglected,  delin-

quent  or  defective  children  in  the  state,  and  see  that 
such  children  receive  suitable  education,  training 
and  support.  They  shall  assist  in  the  enforcement 
of  all  laws  for  the  protection  of  children  and  investi- 
gate charges  that  may  be  brought  to  their  attention, 
and,  if  a  crime  has  been  committed,  report  to  the 
county  solicitor. 

8.  Inspections;  Reports.  They  shall  inspect  all 
state  and  county  charitable  or  correctional  institutions 
and  report  to  the  governor  and  council  and  legislature 
biennially  the  result  of  their  inspection,  with  a  recom- 
mendation for  such  changes  in  existing  laws  as  in  their 
judgment  the  public  good  requires ;  and  shall,  in  making 
such  inspection,  report  and  recommend  to  the  county 
commissioners,  or  such  other  county  or  state  officers  as 
have  the  control  and  management  of  such  institutions, 
the  changes,  if  any,  that  they  find  on  such  inspection 
should  be  made  therein. 

CHAPTER  109 
Support  of  Dependent  Children 

1.  At  Almhouses  Limited.  No  minor  between  the 
ages  of  three  and  fifteen  years,  excepting  such  as  are 
under  serious  physical  disabilitj^  or  are  mentally  inca- 
pacitated for  education,  or  are  under  sentence  for  crime, 
shall  be  supported  at  any  county  almshouse  in  the  state, 
for  more  than  sixty  days,  unless  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  charities  shall  have  been  obtained ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  various  counties 
to  find  suitable  homes  for  such  minor  children  within 
said  period  of  sixty  days. 

2.  Duty  of  Officials.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  towns  and  cities  liable  for 
the  support  of  such  minors,  and  of  county  commis- 
sioners of  counties  so  liable,  to  procure  such  minors 
support  at  some  orphan  asylum  or  home,  or  with  some 
private  family  of  good  repute. 
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-,  Homes.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  over- 


seers of  the  poor  and  count}'  commissioners,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  to  find  permanent  homes  for  all  such 
orphan  minors,  and  make  contracts  for  their  education 
and  support  during  minority. 

4.     ,  Orphans'  Homes.     The  overseers  of  the 

poor  in  any  town,  or  the  county  commissioners  for  any 
county,  may  send  to  any  orphans'  home  in  this  state,  or 
other  institution  devoted  to  or  suitable  for  the  care,  pro- 
tection and  education  of  children,  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  all  children  residing  in  their  re- 
spective towns  or  counties  who  are  not  employed  in 
some  lawful  business,  and  whose  parents  are  unable  or 
neglect  to  maintain  them,  and  said  home  or  institution 
shall  thereupon  have  the  same  authority  in  respect  to 
such  children  as  overseers  of  the  poor  and  county 
commissioners. 

5.  Reports.  Overseers  of  the  poor  and  county 
commissioners  shall  report  to  the  state  board  of 
charities  all  minors  cared  for  by  them  under  this 
chapter,  with  copies  of  the  contracts  made,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  required  by  such  board, 
and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  rescission  by 
the  state  board  of  charities,  whenever  the  interest  of 
such  minors  shall  make  it  necessary. 

6.  Official  Neglect.  Any  overseer  of  the  poor  or 
county  commissioner  who  shall  unreasonably  neglect 
to  comply  with  requirements  of  this  chapter  shall  be 
removed  from  office  by  the  superior  court,  upon  the 
petition  of  the  state  board  of  charities,  after  notice  and 
hearing. 

7.  Power  of  Board  of  Charities.  After  the  expira- 
tion of  said  sixty  days,  if  suitable  homes  have  not  been 
provided  said  minors,  other  than  the  county  almshouse, 
the  state  board  of  charities  shall  have  full  control  over 
said  children,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
procuring  permanent  homes  for  them,  whenever  it  shall 
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appear  that  their  welfare  will  be  promoted  thereby,  at 
the  expense  of  the  county  to  which  such  minor  is 
chargeable.  The  compensation  for  support  therein  shall 
be  the  same  that  is  allowed  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners. 

8.  ,  Family  Homes.  The  state  board  of  chari- 
ties may  procure  suitable  family  homes,  where  practic- 
able, for  dependent  and  neglected  children.  Said  board 
or  its  agent  shall  inspect  such  homes  previous  to  such 
placing,  maintain  subsequent  watch,  care  and  supervi- 
sion of  such  children,  and  may  remove  any  such  child 
from  such  home  at  any  time  when,  in  its  judgment  the 
conditions  therein  are  not  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
child. 

9.     ,    Special    Treatment.     Said    board    may, 

when  in  its  judgment  the  health  or  condition  of  any 
such  child  shall  require  it,  cause  such  child  to  be  placed 
in  a  hospital  or  institution  for  special  treatment  and 
care. 

10.  Expense.  The  expense  for  the  maintenance 
and  care  of  any  such  child  shall  be  borne  by  the  county, 
city  or  town  legally  chargeable  for  its  support  if  it  were 
a  public  charge;  provided,  that  such  expense  shall  be 
first  approved  by  the  county  commissioners,  or  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  and  such  county,  city  or  town  shall 
have  a  right  of  action  over  for  such  expense  against 
the  parents  or  guardian  of  such  child. 

11.  Notice  of  Placing.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any 
person,  public  official,  society  or  institution,  placing  any 
dependent  or  neglected  child  in  any  family  home,  or 
institution,  to  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  state  board 
of  charities,  within  ten  days  after  such  placing,  stating 
the  name  of  such  child  and  the  name,  residence  or  loca- 
tion of  the  person  or  institution  with  whom  or  in  which 
such  child  is  placed. 

12.     ,Of  Adoption.   If  any  child,  born  in  any 

hospital,  maternity  home  or  other  place,  whether  public 
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or  private,  in  this  state,  for  the  reception  and  care  of 
women  in  labor  or  their  children,  and  which  shall  not  be 
claimed  by  its  parents,  shall  be  given  out  for  adoption 
or  otherwise  to  any  one  by  the  manager  of  said  place, 
written  notice  of  such  action  shall,  within  five  days 
therefrom,  be  given  to  the  state  board  of  charities  by 
said  manager,  with  the  name  of  the  child,  the  date  and 
place  of  its  birth,  the  names  of  its  parents  if  known  and 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  or  institution  into 
whose  care  the  child  has  been  given. 

13.     ,  Inquiry.    The  state  board  of  charities 

shall  have  jurisdiction  and  authority  to  inquire  into  the 
matter,  with  power  to  revoke  the  action  of  said  mana- 
ger, and  to  dispose  of  such  child  in  the  manner  provided 
in  sections  8  to  10. 

14-  Penalty.  If  any  person  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  give  the  notice  provided  for  in  sections  11  and  12 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  the  prescribed  notice  he 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

15.  Adoption  Proceedings.  The  board  may  give 
any  minor  under  their  care  to  any  suitable  person,  to  be 
adopted  by  such  person,  whenever  such  adoption  is  for 
the  best  interests  of  said  minor ;  providing,  that  it  shall 
appear,  upon  a  hearing  upon  the  petition  for  adoption, 
that  its  parents  have  abandoned  the  child,  or  that  they 
are  unknown ;  and  in  such  case  notice  of  the  proceedings 
may  be  given  by  publication,  and  no  consent  of  the 
parents  or  others  to  the  adoption  shall  be  required. 
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CHAPTER  110 

DEPENDENT     AND     DELINQUENT     CHILDREN, 

PROBATION  OFFICERS  AND  JUVENILE 

COURTS 

Dependent  and  Delinquent  Children 

1.  Age.    This  chapter  shall  apply  only  to  children 
under  the  age  of  seventeen  years. 

2.  Definitions.    For  the  purpose  of  this  chapter 
words  have  the  following  meaning : 

I.  Dependent  child,  any  child  who  for 
any  reason  is  destitute,  homeless  or  aban- 
doned, and  dependent  upon  the  public  for  sup- 
port, or  has  not  proper  parental  care  or 
guardianship,  or  who  habitually  begs  or  re- 
ceives alms,  or  who  is  found  living  in  any 
house  of  ill-fame  or  with  any  vicious  or 
disreputable  persons,  or  whose  home,  by 
reason  of  neglect,  cruelty  or  depravity  on  the 
part  of  its  parents,  guardians  or  other  persons 
in  whose  care  it  may  be  is  an  unfit  place  for 
such  child. 

II.  Delinquent  child,  any  child  under  the 
age  of  seventeen  years  who  violates  any  law 
of  this  state  or  any  city  or  town  ordinance,  or 
who  is  incorrigible,  or  who  knowingly  asso- 
ciates with  vicious  or  immoral  persons,  or  is 
growing  up  in  idleness  or  crime,  or  who  know- 
ingly patronizes  any  place  where  gambling  is 
carried  on  or  frequents  a  house  of  ill-fame. 

III.  Association  shall  include  any  corpo- 
ration which  includes  in  its  purpose  the  care 
or  disposition  of  children  coming  within  the 
meaning  of  this  chapter. 

IV.  Juvenile,  any  boy  or  girl  under  the 
age  of  seventeen  years. 
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Jurisdiction  of  Courts  and  Process 

3.  Original.  Municipal  and  justice  courts  shall 
have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  coming  within 
the  terms  of  this  chapter. 

4.  Petition.  Any  reputable  person,  having  knowl- 
edge of  a  child  who  appears  to  be  either  dependent  or 
delinquent,  may  file  with  the  clerk  of  court  a  petition 
in  writing  setting  forth  the  facts,  verified  by  affidavit. 

5.  Notice.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  petition  a  sum- 
mons or  notice  shall  issue  requiring  the  person  having 
custody  or  control  of  the  child,  or  with  whom  the  child 
may  be,  to  appear  with  the  child  at  a  place  and  time 
stated  in  the  summons  or  notice,  which  time  shall  not 
be  less  than  twenty-four  hours  after  service.  The  par- 
ents of  the  child,  if  living  and  their  residence  is  known, 
or  its  legal  guardian  if  one  there  be,  or  if  there  is 
neither  parent  or  guardian,  or  if  their  residence  is  not 
known,  then  some  relative,  if  there  be  one  and  his 
residence  is  known,  shall  be  notified  of  the  proceedings, 
and  in  any  case  the  judge  may  appoint  some  suitable 
person  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  child. 

6.  Contempt.  If  the  person  summoned,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  fail  without  reasonable  cause  to  appear 
and  abide  the  order  of  the  court,  or  to  bring  the  child, 
he  may  be  proceeded  against  as  in  case  of  contempt  of 
court. 

7.  Warrant.  In  case  a  summons  cannot  be  served 
or  the  party  served  fails  to  obey  the  same,  and  in  any 
case  where  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  court  that 
such  summons  or  notice  will  be  ineffectual,  a  warrant 
may  issue  on  order  of  the  court,  either  against  the 
parent  or  guardian  or  the  person  having  custody  of  the 
child  or  with  whom  the  child  may  be,  or  against  the 
child  itself. 
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Disposition  of  Cases  Against  Children 

8.  Hearing.  On  the  return  of  the  summons,  notice 
or  other  process  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the 
court  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  dispose  of  the  case  in  a 
summary  manner. 

9.  Custody.  Pending  the  final  disposition  of  the 
case,  the  child  may  be  retained  in  the  possession  of  the 
person  having  charge  of  the  same,  or  in  the  possession 
of  the  probation  officer,  or  may  be  kept  in  some  suitable 
place,  provided  by  the  city,  county  or  state  authorities. 

10.  Committal  of  Dependents.  When  any  child 
under  the  age  of  seventeen  years  shall  be  found  to  be 
dependent  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter  the  court 
may  make  an  order  committing  the  child  to  the  care  of 
the  state  board  of  charities,  or  to  some  society  or  asso- 
ciation embracing  in  its  object  the  purpose  of  caring 
for  or  obtaining  homes  for  dependent  or  neglected 
children,  and  which  has  been  approved  by  said  board. 

11.     ,  Maintenance.  The  maintenance  of  such 

child  shall  be  borne  as  provided  in  chapter  109,  section 
10. 

12.  Guardianship;  Adoption.  In  any  case  where 
the  court  shall  award  a  child  to  the  care  of  any  associa- 
tion or  individual  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  the  child  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered, 
become  a  ward  and  be  subject  to  the  guardianship  of 
the  association  or  individual  to  whose  care  it  is  commit- 
ted. Such  association  or  individual  shall  have  authority 
to  place  such  child  in  a  family  home,  and  may  be  made 
party  to  any  proceeding  for  the  legal  adoption  of  the 
child,  and  may  appear  in  any  court  where  such  proceed- 
ings are  pending  and  assent  to  such  adoption ;  and  such 
assent  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize  the  court  to  enter 
the  proper  order  or  decree  of  adoption.  Such  guardian- 
ship shall  not  include  any  estate  of  the  child. 

13.  Committal  of  Delinquents;  Parole.  In  case  of 
a  delinquent  child  the  court  may  continue  the  hearing 
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from  time  to  time,  and  may  commit  the  child  to  the  care 
or  custody  of  a  probation  officer,  and  may  allow  said 
child  to  remain  in  its  own  home  subject  to  the  visita- 
tion of  the  probation  officer,  such  child  to  report  to  the 
probation  officer  as  often  as  may  be  required,  and  sub- 
ject to  be  returned  to  the  court  for  further  or  other 
proceedings  whenever  such  action  may  appear  to  be 
necessary;  or  the  court  may  cause  such  child  to  be 
placed  in  a  suitable  family  home,  subject  to  the  friendly 
supervision  of  a  probation  officer  and  the  further  order 
of  the  court ;  or  it  may  authorize  the  child  to  be  boarded 
out  in  some  suitable  family  home,  in  case  provision  is 
made  by  voluntary  contribution  or  otherwise  for  pay- 
ment of  the  board  of  such  child  until  a  suitable  pro- 
vision is  made  for  the  child  in  a  home  without  payment. 

14.  Binding  Over;  Industrial  School."  In  case 
the  court  shall  find  that  any  child,  brought  before  it  for 
hearing  for  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state, 
ought  to  be  subjected  to  punishment  therefor,  the  court 
may  order  the  child  to  furnish  sufficient  sureties  for  his 
appearance  at  the  next  term  of  the  superior  court  to  be 
holden  in  the  county  wherein  said  child  may  be  ar- 
raigned, and  in  default  thereof  the  child  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  state  Industrial  School,  there  to  be  kept 
until  his  case  shall  be  disposed  of  by  said  superior  court. 

15.  No  Committal  to  Jail.  No  court  shall  commit 
a  child  under  seventeen  years  of  age  to  a  jail  or  police 
station,  but,  if  such  child  is  unable  to  give  bail,  it  may 
be  committed  to  the  care  of  a  probation  officer  or  kept 
in  some  suitable  institution  provided  by  the  state,  out- 
side the  enclosure  of  any  jail  or  police  station.  No  child 
shall  be  sentenced  to  confinement  to  any  institution 
wherein  adult  convicts  may  be  confined. 

16.  Religious  Preference.  The  court  in  commit- 
ting children,  and  officials  placing  children  under 
chapter  109  shall  place  them  as  far  as  practicable  in  the

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care  and  custody  of  some  individual  holding*  the  same 
religious  belief  as  the  parents  of  said  child,  or  with 
some  association  which  is  controlled  by  persons  of  like 
religious  faith.  No  child  under  the  supervision  of  any 
state  institution  shall  be  denied  the  free  exercise  of  the 
religion  of  his  parents,  whether  living  or  dead,  nor  the 
liberty  of  worshipping  God  according  thereto. 

Probation  Officers 

17.  Appointment.  The  justice  of  each  municipal 
court  shall,  and  of  any  other  court  may,  appoint  one 
person  to  perform  the  duties  of  probation  officer  under 
the  judisdiction  of  said  court.  Each  probation  officer 
shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  justice 
who  makes  the  appointment. 

18.  Powers.  A  probation  officer  shall  not  be  an 
active  member  of  the  regular  police  force,  but  shall  in 
the  execution  of  his  official  duties  have  all  the  powers 
of  police  officers. 

19.  Inquiry.  Each  probation  officer  shall  inquire 
into  the  nature  of  every  criminal  case  brought  before 
the  court  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  acts. 

20.  Probation.  He  may  recommend  that  any 
person  convicted  by  said  court  may  be  placed  upon 
probation,  and  the  court  may  place  any  person  so  con- 
victed in  the  care  of  said  probation  officer  for  such  time 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  may  seem  proper. 

21.  ,Release.  Each  person  released  upon  pro- 
bation as  aforesaid  shall  be  furnished  by  the  probation 
officer  with  a  written  statement  of  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  his  release. 

22.  Records;  Reports.  Each  probation  officer  shall 
keep  full  records  of  all  cases  investigated  by  him,  of  all 
cases  placed  in  his  care  by  the  court  and  of  any  other 
duties  performed  by  him,  and  shall  make  a  monthly 
report  to  the  board  of  charities  in  such  form  as  the 
board  shall  direct. 
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23.  ,  Inspection.  The  records  of  any  proba- 
tion officer  may  at  all  times  be  inspected  by  the  chief  of 
police  of  any  town  or  city. 

24.  Notice  of  Appointment.  The  clerk  of  each 
court,  or  the  justice  thereof  if  there  is  no  clerk,  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  state  board  of  charities  of  the 
name  of  each  probation  officer  appointed. 

25.  Compensation.  The  compensation  of  each 
probation  officer  shall  be  determined  by  the  justice  of 
the  court  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  acts,  and  shall  be 
paid  by  the  city  or  town  wherein  said  court  is 
established. 

26.  Duties  in  Superior  Court.  A  probation  officer 
shall,  at  the  request  of  any  justice  of  the  superior  court, 
investigate  the  case  of  any  person  on  trial  in  that  court 
and  make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  justice,  and  may, 
upon  order  of  the  court,  take  on  probation  any  person 
convicted  in  said  court.  The  compensation  for  such 
services  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  upon  vouchers 
approved  by  said  justice. 

Juvenile  Courts 

27.  Sessions  for  Children.  Courts  shall  designate 
suitable  times  for  hearing  the  cases  of  juvenile  offend- 
ers and  dependent  or  delinquent  children,  which  shall  be 
called  the  session  for  children,  for  which  a  separate 
docket  shall  be  kept.  Said  session  shall  be  separate 
from  that  for  the  trial  of  criminal  cases,  and  as  far  as 
practicable  shall  be  held  in  rooms  not  used  for  such 
trials.  No  minor  shall  be  allowed  to  be  present  at  any 
such  hearing  unless  his  presence  is  necessary,  either  as 
a  party  or  witness,  or,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  in 
the  interests  of  justice. 

28.  Publication.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
newspaper  to  publish  the  name  or  address,  or  any  other 
particular  information  serving  to  identify  any  juvenile 
delinquent  arrested,  without  the  express  permission  of 
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the  court,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  newspaper  to 
publish  any  of  the  proceedings  of  any  juvenile  court. 

29.  Records,  The  court  records  of  criminal  pro- 
ceedings with  reference  to  juveniles  in  all  courts  in  this 
state  shall  be  kept  in  separate  books  and  files  from  all 
other  court  records. 

30.     ,  Sealed.  Neither  the  record  of  the  arrest, 

trial  or  conviction  of  a  juvenile  offender,  nor  the  fact  of 
such  arrest,  trial  or  conviction,  shall  be  admissible  in 
evidence  or  in  any  way  shown  in  any  action  or  proceed- 
ing of  a  criminal  or  civil  nature,  except  during  the 
period  for  which  said  juvenile  offender  has  been  placed 
on  probation  by  any  court  in  the  state,  or  within  two 
years  after  the  discharge  of  any  such  juvenile  offender 
from  any  institution  to  which  he  may  have  been  com- 
mitted by  any  court  in  the  state ;  and  every  such  record 
of  proceedings  heretofore  or  hereafter  entered  or  kept 
against  any  such  juvenile  shall  become  a  sealed  record 
and  no  longer  accessible  to  any  person,  and  shall  remain 
in  the  custody  of  the  court  wherein  the  same  is  of 
record,  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  said 
juvenile  has  been  placed  on  probation  by  any  court,  or 
the  expiration  of  two  years  after  such  discharge,  as  the 
case  may  be,  unless  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  said 
court  that,  prior  to  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  pro- 
bation or  the  expiration  of  two  years  after  such  dis- 
charge, such  juvenile  shall  have  been  convicted  of  any 
offense  under  the  laws  of  this  or  some  other  state. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions 

31.  Limitation.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  re- 
peal any  portion  of  the  criminal  law  of  this  state,  nor  in 
any  manner  abridge  the  powers  of  the  superior  court 
nor  the  right  of  appeal  from  judgments  of  municipal 
and  justice  courts. 

32.  Interpretation.  This  chapter  shall  be  liberally 
construed  to  the  end  that  its  purpose  may  be  carried 
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out,  to  wit ;  that  the  care,  custody  and  disposition  of  a 
child  shall  approximate  as  nearly  as  may  be  that  which 
should  be  given  by  its  parents,  and  that,  in  cases  where 
it  can  properly  be  done,  the  child  shall  be  placed  in  an 
approved  family  home  and  become  a  member  of  the 
family  by  legal  adoption  or  otherwise. 

33.  Penalty.  Any  officer  who  neglects  to  perform 
any  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  chapter 
shall  be  fined  two  hundred  dollars. 

CHAPTER  399 

Committal  to  the  Industrial  School 

Section  17.  Truants,  etc.  Whenever  a  minor  un- 
der the  age  of  seventeen  is  a  truant  or  incorrigible,  or 
knowingly  associates  with  vicious  or  immoral  persons, 
or  is  growing  up  in  idleness  or  crime,  or  knowingly 
patronizes  any  place  where  gambling  is  carried  on,  or 
frequents  a  house  of  ill-fame,  a  court  or  justice  may, 
upon  such  fact  being  shown,  order  the  minor  to  be 
committed  to  the  industrial  school  for  the  term  of  his 
minority. 

CHAPTER  290 

Guardians  of  Minors  in  Certain  Cases 

Section  6.  Petitioners;  Appointment.  The  probate 
court  in  the  county  in  which  any  minor  is  residing  may, 
after  reasonable  notice  to  the  parents,  appoint  a 
guardian  for  such  minor,  who  shall  have  during  the 
minority  of  his  ward  the  full  custody  and  control  of 
said  ward  and  his  estate  and  earnings,  upon  petition  of 
the  mayor,  overseer  of  the  poor,  or  selectmen  of  the 
city  or  town  in  which  the  minor  is  residing,  the  county 
commissioners,  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
charities  and  correction  or  the  New  Hampshire  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  such  petition 
setting  forth  that  the  parents  of  said  minor,  or  other 
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person  having  his  custody,  are  unfit  to  have  the  custody 
and  control  of  said  minor  and  of  his  estate  and  earn- 
ings, or  that  his  parents  are  living  apart  and  the  cir- 
cumstances are  such  that  the  interests  of  such  minor 
require  that  a  guardian  be  appointed. 

7.     ,  Effect.    Any  guardian  so  appointed  shall 

continue  to  act  as  such  from  the  date  of  his  appoint- 
ment until  final  judgment  is  rendered,  setting  aside  the 
decree  under  which  he  is  appointed. 

8.  Removal.  He  shall  be  liable  to  removal  at  any 
time,  for  cause  shown,  upon  petition  of  either  parent, 
or  of  any  person  who  would  be  entitled  to  petition  for 
the  appointment  of  a  guardian  under  the  provisions 
hereof. 

9.  Institutional  Guardians.  Any  home  for  or- 
phans situated  in  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
this  state,  or  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
charities  and  correction  and  his  successors  or  the  New 
Hampshire  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children,  may  be  appointed  guardian  of  any  minor. 

10.  Apprenticeship;  Adoption,  etc.  Minors  under 
guardianship  under  the  provisions  of  section  6  may  be 
bound  as  apprentices,  or  adopted,  in.  accordance  with 
the  provisions  relating  to  masters  and  apprentices  and 
the  adoption  of  children,  their  guardian  consenting 
thereto;  and  in  such  cases  the  consent  of  the  parents 
shall  not  be  required.  And  such  guardian  may  make 
contracts  for  the  support  of  such  minors  at  some  home 
for  orphans  or  with  some  family  of  good  repute. 

11.  Preference  of  Minor.  The  consent  of  the 
minor  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  appointment  of  a 
guardian  under  section  6,  or  for  his  apprenticing  or 
adoption;  but  the  court  shall  in  all  cases  ascertain  his 
preference,  and  give  to  it  such  weight  as  under  the 
circumstances  may  seem  just. 

12.  Order  of  Support.  Such  appointment  of  a 
guardian  shall  not  relieve  the  parents  or  other  persons 
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liable  for  the  support  of  any  minor  from  their  obliga- 
tions to  provide  therefor.  And  the  probate  court  at  the 
time  of  making  such  appointment,  or  at  any  time 
thereafter,  may  order  and  require  such  parents  or  other 
persons  to  contribute  to  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  such  minor  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as 
it  determines  are  just  and  reasonable. 

13. ,  Remission.    The  court  may  from  time 

to  time,  upon  application  of  either  party,  and  notice, 
revise  or  alter  such  order,  or  make  such  new  order  or 
decree  as  the  circumstances  of  the  parents  or  the  benefit 
of  the  minor  may  require. 

14.  Election  by  Minor.  If  the  minor  is  above  the 
age  of  fourteen  years  he  may,  though  under  guardian- 
ship previously,  elect  any  person  for  his  guardian,  who, 
if  suitable,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  judge,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided.  If  after  being  cited  by  the 
judge  he  neglects  to  nominate  the  judge  may  appoint. 

CHAPTER  379 

Relating  to  Desertion  or  Abandonment  of  Minor 

Children 

Section  2.  Desertion.  Any  person  who  shall, 
without  lawful  excuse,  desert  or  wilfully  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  provide  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  his 
or  her  legitimate  or  illegitimate  minor  child  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years  in  destitute  or  necessitous  circum- 
stances shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  fifteen  months, 
or  both. 

3.     ,  Of  Infant.    If  any  person  shall  abandon 

an  infant  under  four  years  of  age,  or,  being  its  parent 
and  having  made  a  contract  for  its  support,  shall  ab- 
scond or  fail  to  perform  said  contract  if  of  sufficient 
ability,  or  shall  fail  to  visit  or  remove  such  infant  or 
notify  the  proper  authority  of  his  inability  to  support 
it,  he  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years. 
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4.     ,  Aiding.     If  any  person  knowingly  and 

with  wrongful  intent  shall  aid  or  abet  in  the  abandon- 
ment of  such  infant  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years, 
or  both. 

CHAPTER  113 

RECEIVING,  BOARDING  AND  KEEPING 

INFANTS 

Boarding  Houses  for  Infants 

1.  Defined.  Whoever  for  hire,  gam  or  reward  has 
in  his  custody  or  control,  at  one  time,  two  or  more  in- 
fants under  the  age  of  three  years  unattended  by  a 
parent  or  a  guardian,  except  infants  related  to  him 
by  blood  or  marriage,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
them  with  care,  food  and  lodging,  shall  be  deemed  to 
maintain  a  boarding  house  for  infants. 

2.  Licenses.  The  state  board  of  charities  and  cor- 
rection may  in  its  discretion  grant  licenses  to  maintain 
such  boarding  houses.  Every  application  therefor  shall 
first  be  approved  by  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or 
town  in  which  such  boarding  house  is  to  be  maintained. 
Such  license  shall  be  granted  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
one  year,  shall  state  the  name  of  the  licensee,  the  par- 
ticular premises  in  which  the  business  may  be  carried 
on,  the  number  of  infants  which  may  be  boarded  there 
at  one  time,  and  any  further  restrictions  or  regulations 
which  the  state  board  of  charities  may  deem  necessary, 
and,  if  required  by  said  board,  it  shall  be  posted  in  a 
conspicuous  place  on  the  licensed  premises.  No  greater 
number  of  infants  shall  be  kept  at  one  time  on  the 
premises  than  is  authorized  by  the  license,  and  no 
infant  shall  be  kept  in  a  building  or  place  not  designated 
therein. 

3.     ,   Record.    The   state  board  of  charities 

shall  keep  a  record  of  licenses  issued,  and  shall  forth- 
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with  give  notice  to  the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or 
town  in  which  the  licensee  resides  of  the  granting  of 
such  license,  of  its  terms  and  of  any  revocation  thereof. 

4.     ,  Revocation.  The  state  board  of  charities 

may  revoke  such  license  in  its  discretion,  and  shall  note 
such  revocation  upon  the  face  of  the  record  thereof.  It 
shall  give  written  notice  of  such  revocation  to  the 
licensee  by  delivering  the  notice  to  him  in  person,  or 
by  leaving  it  on  the  licensed  premises. 

5.  Visitation.  The  state  board  of  charities  and 
boards  of  health  of  cities  and  towns  shall  annually,  and 
may  at  any  time,  visit  and  inspect,  or  designate  a 
person  to  visit  and  inspect,  premises  so  licensed.  Such 
premises  shall  also  be  subject  to  visitation  and  inspec- 
tion at  any  time  by  the  solicitor  of  the  county  and  the 
mayor,  selectmen  and  police  officers  of  the  city  or  town. 

6.  Licensee's  Record.  Every  such  licensee  shall 
keep  a  record,  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  state 
board  of  charities,  of  every  infant  received,  the  date  of 
its  reception,  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from 
whom  it  was  received,  the  date  of  its  discharge  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was  de- 
livered on  discharge,  and  any  other  facts  which  said 
board  may  direct. 

7.  Notice  of  Death.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any 
such  infant  the  licensee  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  said 
board  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  stating  the 
date  and  cause  of  its  death,  the  duration  of  its  illness 
and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  attending  physician 
and  undertaker,  and  shall  also  enter  said  facts  upon  his 
record.  Said  record,  together  with  all  written  contracts 
relative  to  such  infants,  shall  be  open  to  examination  by 
any  person  authorized  to  inspect  the  licensed  premises. 

8.  Advertisement  Prohibited.  No  citizen  of  this 
state  or  other  person  subject  to  its  jurisdiction  shall 
print,  publish,  circulate  or  cause  or  procure  to  be  print- 
ed, published  or  circulated  in  this  state  any  advertise- 
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ment  of,  or  in  any  other  manner  publicly  solicit  within 
this  state  patronage  for,  any  boarding  house  for  in- 
fants, located  either  within  or  without  this  state,  nor 
print,  publish,  circulate  or  cause  or  procure  to  be  print- 
ed, published  or  circulated  without  this  state  any 
advertisement  of,  or  otherwise  publicly  solicit  outside 
this  state  patronage  for,  any  boarding  house  for  in- 
fants located  within  this  state,  whether  maintained  by 
himself  or  others,  except  that  any  such  institution  duly 
licensed  under  this  chapter  may  display  a  sign  contain- 
ing the  name  of  the  institution,  but  no  other  words  or 
information. 

9.  Penalty.  Whoever  maintains  a  boarding  house 
for  infants  unless  licensed  thereto,  or  violates  the  pro- 
visions of  a  license  issued  under  this  chapter,  or  know- 
ingly makes  any  false  entry  or  statement  in  connection 
with  any  record,  notice,  information  or  report  required 
by  law,  or  knowingly  gives  false  information  to  or 
otherwise  attempts  to  deceive  or  mislead  any  one  en- 
gaged in  investigation  or  inspection  under  the  authority 
hereof,  or  otherwise  violates  any  provision  of  this 
chapter  for  whose  infringement  no  penalty  is  specifi- 
cally provided,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

10.  Cruelty;  Notice.  If  facts  shall  come  to  the 
attention  of  any  physician,  undertaker,  officer  author- 
ized to  issue  burial  permits  or  other  person,  indicating 
that  any  infant  kept  at  a  boarding  house  for  infants  is 
being  cruelly  treated,  or  that  its  life  or  health  is  en- 
dangered by  lack  of  suitable  nourishment,  care,  nursing 
or  medical  attendance,  or  that  the  death  of  any  infant 
at  such  an  institution  may  have  been  occasioned  by  such 
cruelty  or  neglect,  such  person  shall  forthwith,  under 
penalty  of  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day's  failure, 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  state  board  of  charities  and 
to  the  county  solicitor. 

11.  Prosecution.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notice  said 
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board  may,  and  said  solicitor  shall,  immediately  inves- 
tigate the  case,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  solicitor 
to  cause  the  custodian  of  such  infant  to  be  prosecuted 
if  probable  cause  therefor  appears. 

Placing  Out,  Adoption,  etc.,  of  Infants 

12.  Notice  of  Placing.  Whoever  receives  under  his 
care  or  control,  and  whoever  places  under  the  care  or 
control  of  another,  for  compensation,  an  infant  under 
three  years  of  age,  which  is  not  related  by  blood  or 
marriage  to  the  person  receiving  it,  shall,  within  two 
days  thereafter,  give  notice  thereof,  and  of  the  terms 
upon  which  such  infant  was  received,  to  the  state  board 
of  charities,  with  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the 
infant,  its  parents  and  the  persons  from  whom  and  by 
whom  it  was  received. 

13.  Investigation.  The  state  board  of  charities 
may  investigate  such  cases  and  make  such  recommen- 
dations as  it  deems  expedient. 

14.  Application  to  Court.  If  such  recommenda- 
tions are  not  complied  with,  the  board  may  apply  to  a 
justice  of  the  superior  court,  or  to  a  judge  of  probate, 
who,  after  notice  to  the  parents  of  such  infant  or  to  the 
persons  delivering  and  receiving  it,  may  make  and  en- 
force appropriate  orders  for  the  care,  custody,  protec- 
tion and  maintenance  of  such  infant,  and  on  notice  from 
time  to  time  revise  said  orders. 

15.  Penalty.  Whoever  neglects  to  give  the  notice 
required  by  section  12,  or  refuses  to  give  information 
upon  request  of  said  board,  or  to  comply  with  the  orders 
of  a  court  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  section,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both. 

16.  Abandonment.  Whoever  gives  to  any  person 
an  infant  under  three  years  of  age,  for  the  purpose  of 
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placing  it  for  hire,  gain  or  reward  under  the  perma- 
nent control  of  another  person,  shall  be  guilty  of  the 
abandonment  of  such  infant.  Whoever  so  receives  such 
an  infant  shall  be  guilty  of  aiding  and  abetting  the 
abandonment.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years. 

17.  Receiving,  Record  of.  Whoever  receives  an 
infant  under  three  years  of  age,  for  adoption,  or  for 
giving  it  a  home,  or  for  procuring  a  home  or  adoption 
for  it,  shall,  before  receiving  the  same,  ascertain  its 
name,  age  and  birth  place,  and  the  name  and  residence 
of  its  parent  or  parents,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
same  and  of  the  date  of  such  reception. 

18.     ,  Notice.     He  shall  forthwith,  upon  the 

reception  of  said  infant,  give  notice  in  writing  thereof 
to  the  state  board  of  charities,  and,  upon  request  of  said 
board,  shall  give  information  and  render  the  reports 
required  by  it  concerning  such  infant;  and  within  two 
days  after  its  discharge  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to 
said  board  of  the  discharge  and  disposal  of  such  infant. 

19.  ,  Investigation.  Said  board  may  investi- 
gate the  case,  and,  at  any  time  previous  to  a  decree  of 
adoption,  take  any  such  infant  into  its  custody,  if  in 
the  judgment  of  the  board  the  public  interest  and  the 
protection  of  the  infant  so  require. 

20.  Placing  with  Board.  The  parents,  surviving 
parent  or  guardian  of  an  infant  under  three  years  of 
age,  if  unable  to  support  it,  may  by  an  instrument  in 
writing,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  state  board  of 
charities,  place  such  infant  in  charge  of  said  board  if  it 
considers  such  action  for  the  public  interest;  and  said 
board  may  receive  such  infant,  and  shall  thereupon 
have  its  custody  to  the  extent  of  the  provisions  of 
chapter  109,  section  15. 

21.  ,  Illegitimates.  The  mother  of  an  illegiti- 
mate infant  under  three  years  of  age,  who  is  a  resident 
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of  this  state  and  who  has  previously  borne  a  good 
character,  may,  by  an  instrument  in  writing-,  signed  by 
her,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  state  board  of 
charities,  give  up  such  infant  to  the  board  for  adoption ; 
and  the  board,  if  it  deems  such  action  for  the  public 
interest,  may,  in  its  discretion  and  on  such  conditions 
as  it  may  impose,  receive  such  infant  and  provide  there- 
for. Such  surrender  by  the  mother  shall  operate  as  a 
consent  by  her  to  any  adoption  subsequently  approved 
by  said  board. 

CHAPTER  114 
The  Regulation  of  Lying-in  Hospitals 

1.  Licenses.  The  state  board  of  charities  and  cor- 
rection may  issue  a  license  for  two  years,  subject  to 
revocation  by  it,  to  any  person  whom  it  may  deem 
suitable  and  responsible  to  establish  or  keep  a  lying-in 
hospital,  hospital  ward  or  other  place  for  the  reception, 
care  and  treatment  of  women  in  labor,  if  the  local  board 
of  health  shall  first  certify  to  the  board  of  charities 
that,  from  its  inspection  and  examination  of  such  place, 
the  same  is  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

2.  Supervision.  The  state  board  of  charities  shall 
have  supervision  of  all  such  places,  may  make  necessary 
rules  for  their  regulation,  and  may  designate  its  agents 
to  visit  and  inspect  the  same.  The  said  places  shall  also 
be  subject  to  visitation  and  inspection  at  any  time  by 
the  head  of  the  police  department  or  his  authorized 
agent,  the  local  board  of  health  or  the  selectmen,  and 
if,  during  the  year,  it  receives  more  than  six  patients, 
by  the  state  board  of  health  or  its  authorized  agent. 

3.  Penalty.  Whoever  establishes  or  keeps,  or  is 
concerned  in  establishing  or  keeping,  within  this  state  a 
place  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  section  1,  or  is  en- 
gaged in  any  such  business,  without  such  license,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  im- 
prisoned not  more  than  one  year  for  the  first  offense, 
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and  for  any  subsequent  offense  shall  be  imprisoned  not 
more  than  two  years. 

4.  Advertisement  Prohibited.  No  person  shall 
print,  publish  or  circulate,  or  cause  to  be  printed,  pub- 
lished or  circulated,  any  advertisement  of,  nor  in  any 
other  manner  publicly  solicit  patronage  for,  any  insti- 
tution mentioned  in  section  1,  whether  maintained  by 
himself  or  others,  except  that  any  such  institution, 
duly  licensed  as  aforesaid,  may  display  a  sign  containing 
the  name  of  the  institution,  but  no  other  words  of  in- 
formation. 

CHAPTER  286 

Relating  to  Marriage  of  Mental  Defectives 

Section  10.  Marriage.  No  woman  under  the  age 
of  forty-five  years,  or  man  of  any  age,  except  he  marry 
a  woman  over  the  age  of  forty-five  years, — either  of 
whom  is  epileptic,  imbecile,  feeble-minded,  idiotic  or 
insane,  shall  hereafter  intermarry  or  marry  any  other 
person  within  this  state. 

11.  Solemnization.  No  clergyman,  or  other  officer 
authorized  to  solemnize  marriages,  shall  perform  a 
marriage  ceremony  prohibited  by  the  preceding  section. 

12.  Certificate.  No  town  clerk  or  other  author- 
ized officer  shall  issue  a  certificate  for  such  prohibited 
marriage. 

13.  Application  to  State  Board  of  Health.  Should 
any  question  arise  as  to  whether  an  applicant  for  such 
certificate  is  so  disqualified,  the  contracting  parties 
shall  apply  to  the  state  board  of  health  which  shall 
thereupon  appoint  some  qualified  person  or  persons 
to  determine  whether  the  contracting  parties  are 
epileptic,  imbecile,  feeble-minded,  idiotic  or  insane, 
such  determination  to  be  certified  under  oath. 

14.  Reports  Required.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
superintendents  of  schools  and  of  all  who  have  charge 
of  instruction  in  private  schools  or  state  schools  annu- 
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ally  in  July  to  file  with  the  state  board  of  health  the 
names  of  all  epileptics,  imbeciles,  feeble-minded,  idiotic 
and  insane  persons  who  have  left  school  or  have  be- 
come fourteen  years  of  age  during  the  preceding  year. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendents  of  the 
Laconia  state  school  and  of  the  New  Hampshire  state 
hospital  to  file  with  the  state  board  of  health  the  names 
of  all  such  persons  discharged  or  paroled  from  those 
institutions.  The  names  thus  reported  shall  not  be  made 
public  except  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  public 
welfare. 

15.  Applications  Referred  to  State  Board.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  or  other  authorized 
officer  when  application  is  made  for  a  certificate  for  the 
marriage  of  any  person  born  subsequent  to  June  1, 
1909,  suspected  as  being  epileptic,  imbecile,  feeble- 
minded, idiotic  or  insane  to  cause  the  application  to  be 
forwarded  for  inspection  to  the  state  board  of  health. 
The  state  board  of  health  after  investigation  shall  re- 
turn the  application  to  the  town  clerk  or  other  author- 
ized officer  and  if  it  finds  that  a  certificate  may  not 
legally  be  granted  it  shall  so  notify  the  clerk  and  the 
applicants  for  the  license. 

16.  Penalty.  Any  person  who  knowingly  violates 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days  or  both. 

CHAPTER  115 

AID  TO  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB  AND  THE  BLIND 

Powers  of  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction 

1.  Register.  The  state  board  of  charities  and  cor- 
rection may  prepare  and  maintain  a  register  of  the 
blind  in  the  state,  which  shall  describe  their  condition, 
cause  of  blindness,  capacity  for  education  and  indus- 
trial training  and  such  other  data  as  the  board  may 
deem  advisable. 
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2.  Industrial  Aid.  The  board  may  act  as  a  bureau 
of  information  and  industrial  aid  for  the  blind  and  for 
the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  for  this  purpose  may  furnish 
materials  and  tools  to  any  blind  person,  and  may  assist 
such  blind  persons  as  are  engaged  in  home  industries  in 
marketing  their  products,  in  finding  employment  and  in 
developing  home  industries  for  them;  and  may  ameli- 
orate the  condition  of  the  blind  by  devising  means  to 
facilitate  the  circulation  of  books,  by  promoting  visits 
among  the  aged  or  helpless  blind  in  their  homes,  and  by 
such  other  methods  as  it  may  deem  expedient ;  provided 
that  the  board  shall  not  undertake  the  permanent 
support  or  maintenance  of  any  blind  person. 

State  Aid 

3.  How  Granted.*  Upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  state  board  of  charities,  assistance  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  such  deaf  and  dumb  or  blind  persons,  in  such 
amounts  and  at  such  asylums,  schools  or  other  institu- 
tions designed  for  the  purpose,  as  the  governor  and 
council  shall  direct. 

4.  Outside  State.  The  state  board  of  charities 
may  in  their  discretion  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
blind  persons  from  New  Hampshire  receiving  instruc- 
tion in  industrial  institutions  outside  of  the  state. 

5.  Effect.  The  furnishing  of  such  assistance  shall 
not  affect  the  settlement  of  any  person  nor  his  right  to 
vote. 

6.  State  Agent.  Said  Board  may  appoint  a  state 
agent  for  the  blind  whose  salary  shall  be  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  a  year. 

7.  Assistants.  Said  board  may  appoint  such  other 
officers  and  agents,  other  than  members  of  the  board,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  assist  in  carrying  into  effect  the

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purposes  of  this  chapter,  and  may  fix  the  compensation 
of  such  persons  within  the  limits  of  the  annual  ap- 
propriation. 

8.  Nesmith  Fund.  There  shall  be  appropriated 
annually  thirty-seven  hundred  dollars,  less  the  annual 
income  derived  from  the  Nesmith  trust  fund,  to  comply 
with  the  terms  of  the  trust  under  the  will  of  John 
Nesmith.  And  said  thirty-seven  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
expended  for  the  aid,  support,  maintenance  and  educa- 
tion of  the  indigent  blind  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council, 
as  may  be  recommended  from  time  to  time  by  the  state 
board  of  charities. 

County  Aid  to  the  Blind 

9.  Beneficiaries.  Any  person  who,  by  reason  of 
loss  of  eyesight,  is  unable  to  provide  himself  with  the 
necessaries  of  life,  who  has  not  sufficient  means  of  his 
own  to  maintain  himself,  and  who,  unless  relieved  as 
authorized  herein,  would  become  a  charge  upon  the 
public  or  upon  those  not  required  by  law  to  support 
him  shall  be  deemed  a  needy  blind  person. 

10.     ,  Residence.     In  order  to  receive  relief 

under  these  provisions,  a  needy  blind  person  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  county  for  one  year  and  of  the  state  for 
five  years. 

11.  Applications.  At  least  ten  days  prior  to  action 
on  any  claim  for  relief  hereunder,  the  person  claiming 
shall  file  with  the  county  commissioners  a  duly  verified 
statement  of  the  facts  bringing  him  within  these  pro- 
visions. The  list  of  claims  shall  be  filed  in  the  order  of 
their  reception  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which 
record  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

12.  Certificates.  No  certificate  of  qualification  to 
draw  money  hereunder  shall  be  granted  until  the  appli- 
cant has  filed  a  signed  statement  of  at  least  two  repu- 
table residents  of  the  county,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
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registered  physician,  that  they  know  the  applicant  to  be 
blind  and  that  he  has  the  residential  qualifications  to 
entitle  him  to  the  relief  asked,  nor  until  the  county  com- 
missioners are  satisfied  from  such  statement  and  upon 
such  further  examination  as  they  may  make  that  the 
claim  is  well  founded. 

13.  Relief.  If  the  county  commissioners  are  satis- 
fied that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  relief  hereunder 
they  shall  furnish  aid  to  him  in  such  sum  as  they  find 
needed,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a 
year,  to  be  paid  from  the  county  treasury,  and  such 
relief  shall  be  in  place  of  all  other  relief  of  a  public 
nature. 

14.  Operations;  Treatment.  If  the  county  com- 
missioners in  the  examination  of  the  qualifications  of 
any  person  filing  a  claim  for  relief  hereunder,  or  who 
may  have  been  allowed  such  relief,  shall  determine  upon 
the  evidence  of  a  registered  physician  and  surgeon  that 
the  person  might  have  such  disability  benefited  or  re- 
moved by  proper  surgical  operation  or  medical  treat- 
ment, and  he  files  his  consent  in  writing  thereto,  the 
county  commissioners  may  expend  for  the  purpose  of 
such  operation  or  treatment  all  or  any  portion  of  the 
relief  which  they  might  award  to  him  for  one  year ;  and 
in  such  case  they  shall  pay  the  sum  so  awarded  to  the 
persons  entitled  to  compensation  for  such  operation  or 
treatment,  instead  of  to  the  person  entitled  to  relief. 

15.  Annual  Examination.  The  county  commis- 
sioners shall  make  examination  annually  as  to  qualifi- 
cations of  anyone  receiving  such  aid,  and  increase  or 
decrease  the  amount  within  the  limits  herein  pre- 
scribed. If  not  satisfied  that  the  person  is  qualified  to 
receive  aid,  they  shall  remove  such  person  from  the  list. 

16.  Modifications.  The  county  commissioners 
may,  at  any  time  during  the  year,  inquire  into  the  qual- 
ifications, and  examine  as  to  the  disability  and  needs  of, 
any  person  theretofore  placed  on  such  list ;  and  in  case 
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they  find  that  he  is  not  qualified  to  draw  further  relief, 
or  that  such  disability  has  been  removed  in  whole  or  in 
part,  they  may,  at  any  time  thereafter,  during  such 
year,  modify  or  change  the  amount  theretofore  found 
necessary  for  relief,  or  remove  such  person  from  such 
list. 

17.  Perjury.  Whoever,  to  secure  for  himself  or 
another  the  benefit  provided  in  this  chapter  for  needy 
blind  persons,  makes  a  false  statement  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  perjury. 

CHAPTER  41 
Annual  Reports  of  County  Officers 

1.  Making;  Publication.  The  sheriff,  the  jailer, 
the  physician,  the  clerk  of  court,  the  solicitor,  the 
treasurer,  the  county  commissioners  and  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  county  farm  of  each  county  shall  make 
up  their  several  reports  to  the  close  of  December  thirty- 
first,  annually,  and  the  same  shall  be  printed  together 
in  pamphlet  form  in  the  month  of  January  following. 

2.  Distribution.  The  county  commissioners  shall 
forward  one  copy  of  said  pamphlet  to  the  town  clerk  of 
each  town  in  the  county,  to  be  placed  on  file,  and  twenty 
copies  to  the  secretary  of  state.  The  secretary  of  state 
shall  cause  such  copies  to  be  suitably  bound,  and  shall 
send  one  of  the  bound  volumes  to  each  board  of  county 
commissioners,  and  deposit  the  others  in  the  state 
library. 

3.  Contents;  Form.  The  reports  of  the  several 
officers  named  in  section  1  shall  contain  a  summarized 
account  of  all  their  transactions  which  concern  the 
county,  for  the  current  year  ending  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  be  prepared,  in  a  uniform  manner  alike  in  each 
county,  so  that  accurate  statistics  can  be  compiled  from 
them,  to  wit :  Total  cost  of  maintaining  a  county  farm ; 
total  amount  of  outdoor  relief  given ;  number  and  list  of 
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paupers  maintained  at  the  farm ;  the  number  and  list  of 
feeble-minded,  and  the  number  and  list  of  prisoners, 
together  with  the  cost  per  capita  a  week  at  the  county 
farms,  computed  by  the  same  method  in  each  county; 
number  and  list  of  people  helped  outside  the  farm  and 
the  towns  in  which  they  reside;  and  said  county  com- 
missioners shall  return  such  statistics  to  the  state 
board  of  charities  on  or  before  July  first  in  each  year, 
on  blanks  furnished  by  the  board. 

CHAPTER  47 

Annual  Reports  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 

Section  20.  Duties.  Overseers  of  the  poor  shall 
keep  full  and  accurate  records  of  the  paupers  fully  sup- 
ported, the  persons  relieved  and  partially  supported, 
and  the  travelers  and  vagrants  lodged  at  the  expense 
of  their  respective  towns,  together  with  the  amount 
paid  by  them  for  such  support  and  relief,  and  shall 
make  an  annual  return  of  the  number  of  said  persons 
supported  and  relieved,  with  the  cost  of  such  support 
and  relief,  to  the  state  board  of  charities  on  or  before 
July  first  in  each  year,  on  blanks  furnished  by  said 
board. 

CHAPTER  130 

The  State  Sanatorium 

Section  3.  Charges.  The  charges  for  the  support 
of  patients  in  the  sanatorium  who  are  able  to  pay  for 
their  care  and  treatment  shall  be  fixed  by  the  trustees. 

4.  Treatment  of  Indigent.  Persons  in  indigent 
circumstances  and  whose  relatives  legally  chargeable 
with  their  support  are  unable  to  provide  for  such  treat- 
ment, may  be  received  for  treatment  at  the  expense  of 
the  state  upon  an  order  issued  by  the  state  board  of 
charities,  said  order  to  be  based  upon  satisfactory  evi- 
dence to  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  said  board 
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that  the  said  patient  is  entitled  to  treatment  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

5.  Part  Payment.  In  cases  where  the  state  board 
of  charities  finds  that  persons  applying  for  treatment 
at  the  sanatorium,  or  those  relatives  chargeable  with 
their  support,  are  able  to  pay  only  a  part  of  the  weekly 
expense  of  maintenance  at  the  institution,  the  said 
board  may  issue  an  order  to  admit  such  persons,  and 
the  state  shall  be  holden  for  the  amount  necessary  to 
make  up  the  deficit. 

6.  Rate;  Effect  of  Aid.  When  support  is  provided 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state,  only  the  actual  cost  of 
maintenance  shall  be  charged,  and  in  no  case  shall  any 
aid  rendered  any  individual  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  deprive  him  of  any  rights  that  he  may  have 
possessed  at  the  time  of  his  admission  to  the  institution. 

Note:  In  addition  to  maintaining  the  State  Sanatorium,  the  state  makes  an 
annual  appropriation  tor  the  care  of  tubercular  patients,  especially  in  the 
advanced  stages,  in  private  sanatoria.  Appropriation  for  1927-1928,  $40,000. 
and  for  1928-1929,  $40,000. 

There  is  also  an  annual  appropriation  for  the  care  of  indigent  crippled 
and  tuberculous  children.     At   present,   this  is  $3,000  a   year.

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STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTION 

Summary  of  Recommendations  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities  and  Correction  to  the  Legislature 

1.  That  the  policy  of  appropriating  funds  for 
indigent  tubercular  patients,  especially  those  in  the 
advanced  stages  of  the  disease,  be  continued  and  that 
the  appropriation  be  large  enough  to  care  for  all  cases 
recommended  for  treatment,  thus  avoiding  a  long  wait- 
ing list. 

2.  That  the  policy  of  special  hospital  treatment 
for  indigent  crippled  children  be  continued  and  that 
funds  be  provided  for  the  expense  of  the  same. 

3.  That  provision  be  made  for  a  parole  officer  at 
the  State  Industrial  School. 

4.  That  a  law  be  enacted  to  continue  the  custody 
and  supervision  of  defective  delinquents  in  certain 
cases  beyond  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

5.  That  the  infant  boarding  house  law  be  amended 
to  require  the  licensing  of  boarding  homes  for  children 
under  15  years  of  age,  not  including  summer  camps 
for  children.

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GENERAL  REPORT 

This  report  covers  the  period  from  July  1,  1926, 
to  June  30,  1928,  inclusive. 

On  January  11,  1928,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
suffered  a  serious  loss  in  the  death  of  William  J. 
Ahern,  who  for  nearly  twenty-seven  years  had  been 
Secretary  of  this  Board. 

Mr.  Ahern's  record  needs  no  rehearsing  here.  He 
was  widely  known  and  revered  throughout  the  state, 
and  his  kindliness  and  perseverance,  his  untiring  efforts 
to  bring  to  a  successful  termination  all  matters  com- 
mitted to  his  charge,  and  his  intimate  insight  into 
human  nature  made  him  beloved  by  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  him.  His  long  years  of  painstaking  service 
and  self  sacrifice  will  ever  remain  a  refreshing  memory 
in  the  annals  of  our  state,  and  it  may  be  most  truly 
said  of  him  that  his  was  an  understanding  heart. 

The  choosing  of  a  new  Secretary  was  gone  into 
with  great  care  by  the  Board,  and  after  a  thorough 
canvass  of  all  the  applicants  and  possibilities,  Mr.  John 
Bishop,  then  Child  Welfare  Inspector  with  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  was  unanimously  selected. 

Mr.  Bishop  has  had  many  years  of  experience  in 
work  of  a  similar  nature  to  that  required  by  this 
Board,  and  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Butterfield  was 
almost  immediately  released  and  allowed  to  take  up  his 
new  duties.  The  work  of  this  office  has  therefore  been 
carried  on  with  a  minimum  of  interruption,  and  the 
position  of  Secretary  is  being  filled  by  Mr.  Bishop  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  this  Board. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
the  Board.  Mrs.  Iva  H.  Drew  and  Rev.  John  J.  Brophy, 
whose  terms  expired  during  the  biennial  period,  were 
both  reappointed  for  another  term. 

Mrs.  Annie  B.  Shepard  represented  the  Board  at 
the  National  Conference  of  Social  Work  at  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  in  May,  1928. 
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The  Board  has  held  regular  bi-monthly  meetings 
and  also  three  special  meetings  during  the  biennial 
period.  Five  trips  of  inspection  were  made  to  state  and 
county  institutions  and  orphanages  and  visits  of  inspec- 
tion were  also  made  by  the  members  individually.  All 
institutions  in  which  public  charges  are  maintained 
are  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Board.  The  Board 
also  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  State  Associ- 
ation of  County  Commissioners  at  Woodsville  in  Sept- 
ember, 1926,  and  at  Laconia  in  September,  1927. 

On  April  29,  1927,  a  conference  of  the  New  Eng- 
land states  and  New  York  relative  to  the  interchange 
of  public  dependents,  was  held  at  the  State  House  in 
Boston.  Every  state  was  represented  except  Vermont. 
New  Hampshire  was  represented  by  Secretary 
William  J.  Ahem  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and 
Albert  T.  Barr,  Chairman  of  the  Hillsborough  County 
Commissioners.  After  a  full  discussion,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  one  from  each  state,, 
who  are  to  make  a  further  study  of  the  whole  matter 
and  report  at  a  later  meeting. 

In  the  spring  of  1928,  Chevrolet  cars  were  provided 
for  each  of  the  two  agents  doing  child  welfare  work 
and,  as  a  result,  more  prompt  and  efficient  work  is 
being  done. 

At  the  request  of  the  trustees  of  the  State  Sana- 
torium, an  investigation  has  been  made  as  to  the  ability 
of  relatives  of  tubercular  patients  to  contribute  toward 
their  support.  As  a  result,  more  patients  are  now  pay- 
ing in  part  towards  their  support  than  formerly.  The 
same  investigation  has  been  made  in  regard  to  state 
cases  at  Pembroke  Sanatorium,  with  slightly  better 
results. 

Because  of  the  reduction  in  the  appropriation  for 
care  of  tubercular  patients  in  advanced  stages  of  the 
disease,  the  waiting  list  of  cases  approved  for  admission 
to  a  sanatorium  has  been  much  larger  than  formerly. 
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While  there  are  probably  fewer  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  state  at  present,  it  does  not  result  in  a  corres- 
pondingly smaller  list  of  patients  seeking  sanatorium 
care.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  patients  do  not 
dread  going  to  a  sanatorium  as  in  the  past.  Through 
medical  inspection  of  school  children,  school  nurses, 
tuberculosis  nurses,  clinics,  etc.,  cases  are  discovered 
more  promptly.  The  Board  earnestly  hopes  that  the 
appropriation  will  be  made  sufficiently  large  to  care  for 
all  cases  as  they  apply. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  at  the  Workshop 
for  the  Blind  at  West  Manchester.  One  of  the  blind 
men  has  been  appointed  selling  agent  and  disposes  of 
practically  the  entire  output  of  the  shop.  He  travels 
all  over  the  state  with  his  automobile  and  driver.  While 
this  is  more  or  less  of  an  experiment,  it  seems  to  be 
quite  satisfactory  to  date. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  there  is  considerable 
misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  powers  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  in  child  welfare  work.  The  Board  is 
authorized  to  find  homes  for  dependent  and  neglected 
children  but  the  expense  of  their  maintenance  must  be 
borne  by  the  town  or  county  legally  chargeable  for  their 
support  and,  as  the  law  now  stands,  the  consent  of  the 
officials  of  the  town  or  county  concerned  must  be  ob- 
tained before  the  expense  can  be  incurred.  The  state 
makes  no  appropriation  for  the  support  of  dependent 
children.  Efforts  are  made  to  find  free  homes  but  such 
homes  are  not  always  available  and  many  children 
under  the  care  of  the  Board  need  institutional  training 
and  discipline  before  they  are  ready  to  fit  into  a  family 
home.  If  local  officials  are  unwilling  to  cooperate,  it  is 
sometimes  difficult  for  the  Board  to  carry  out  its  plans 
in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  department  continues  to  receive  its  full  share 
of  inquiries  in  the  form  of  questionaires  from  many 
other  states  and  from  numerous  organizations  in  the 
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United  States  and  even  in  foreign  countries.  Answering 
these  takes  considerable  time  and  investigation  but  all 
have  been  answered  in  a  spirit  of  helpfulness  and 
cooperation. 

More  detailed  information  about  the  different  lines 
of  work  in  which  the  Board  is  interested  will  be  found 
in  other  sections  of  this  report.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  tables  in  the  appendix  which  give  a  statement  of 
the  amount  of  aid  granted  to  the  poor  in  the  different 
towns  of  the  state. 


State  Institutions 
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NEW  HAMPSHIRE  STATE  HOSPITAL 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Hospital  for  the  care 
of  the  insane  is  located  on  the  south  side  of  Pleasant 
Street  in  Concord  and  has  extensive  grounds.  It  is 
always  a  problem  for  this  institution  to  make  provision 
for  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  inmates.  The 
building  for  disturbed  female  patients  erected  in  1923 
has  greatly  relieved  the  congestion  in  the  female  wards 
but  the  same  crowded  condition  exists  in  the  male 
wards  and  another  building  for  male  patients  is  also 
needed.  The  last  Legislature  authorized  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  nurses'  home  which  has  been  completed 
and  occupied.  The  old  nurses'  home  is  now  used  for 
female  attendants. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Charities  who  visited  the 
State  Hospital  found  very  good  conditions,  especially 
as  to  cleanliness. 

On  June  30,  1927,  there  were  1563  patients  in  the 
institution — 757  males  and  806  females.  On  June  30, 
1928,  there  were  1645  patients — 799  males  and  846 
females. 

Dr.  Charles  H.  Dolloff  is  the  Superintendent. 

LACONIA  STATE  SCHOOL 

The  Laconia  State  School  formerly  known  as  the 
New  Hampshire  School  for  Feebleminded  Children,  has 
been  in  operation  since  1903  and  now  has  accommoda- 
tions for  over  400  inmates.  The  institution  is  always 
over-crowded  and  many  urgent  applications  for  admis- 
sion have  to  be  turned  down  because  of  lack  of  room. 
The  construction  of  a  new  dormitory  was  authorized 
by  the  last  Legislature  and  a  building  is  now  being 
erected  which  will  make  it  possible  to  provide  for  120 
more  inmates.  This  should  relieve  the  situation  con- 
siderably. 

The  opening  of  the  new  building  will  make  addi- 
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tional  dining-room  space  imperative,  as  the  inmates' 
dining-rooms  in  the  service  building  are  already  filled 
to  capacity.  This  need  could  be  met  by  making  an  ad- 
dition to  the  front  of  the  service  building. 

Males  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty-one  and 
females  between  the  ages  of  five  and  forty-six  may  be 
admitted  to  this  institution.  Those  who  are  capable  of 
receiving  instruction  attend  regular  school  sessions  and 
training  is  also  given  in  basketry,  weaving,  domestic 
work,  manual-training,  etc.  Many  of  the  boys  are  em- 
ployed on  the  farm  and  in  general  repair  work.  Those 
who  are  thought  capable  of  supporting  themselves  are 
placed  out  on  parole,  a  parole  officer  being  employed  by 
the  School  to  find  homes  for  them  and  to  supervise  them 
while  they  are  on  parole. 

Two  miles  from  the  School  is  the  Sanborn  Colony 
for  boys.  The  Charles  Sanborn  place,  consisting  of  a 
house,  barn,  shed,  and  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  was 
bequeathed  to  the  School  in  the  will  of  Jacob  Sanborn 
and  the  colony  was  started  April  1,  1926.  The  house 
has  been  remodeled  but  many  of  the  old-fashioned 
features  have  been  preserved.  This  cottage  provides 
a  very  comfortable  and  attractive  home  for  eighteen 
boys,  in  charge  of  a  superintendent  and  matron.  The 
boys  work  on  the  farm  and  also  assist  the  matron  about 
the  house. 

The  population  of  the  School  on  June  30,  1927,  was 
as  follows:  210  males  and  217  females  in  the  School 
and  25  males  and  35  females  on  parole  or  visiting.  The 
population  June  30,  1928,  was  as  follows:  215  males 
and  222  females  in  the  School  and  29  males  and  39 
females  on  parole  or  visiting. 

Dr.  Benjamin  W.  Baker  is  the  Superintendent  and 
Dr.  Abby  Little  is  the  Assistant  Physician. 
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NEW  HAMPSHIRE  STATE  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL 

Because  of  the  crowded  condition  of  Wilkins  Cot- 
tage, the  girls'  dormitory  at  the  State  Industrial  School 
in  Manchester,  the  Legislature  of  1927  authorized  the 
construction  of  an  additional  cottage  for  girls,  which 
was  completed  and  occupied  in  June,  1928.  Every  room 
was  immediately  taken  and  even  more  rooms  were 
needed.  The  building  can  accommodate  33  girls.  There 
are  now  two  buildings  for  boys  and  two  for  girls,  be- 
sides an  isolation  hospital  and  various  farm  buildings. 
A  grammar  school  is  conducted  at  the  institution  and 
excellent  domestic  training  is  given.  The  boys  also 
work  on  the  farm.  Graduation  exercises  of  the  school 
were  held  in  connection  with  the  dedication  of  the  new 
building  on  June  29,  1928,  and  13  received  diplomas 
from  the  eighth  grade.  Some  have  been  paroled  and 
will  attend  high  school  while  the  others  will  be  given 
some  high  school  courses  there  at  the  Industrial  School. 

In  the  fall  of  1926,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the 
Industrial  School  to  discuss  the  problem  of  juvenile 
delinquency,  which  was  attended  by  judges,  police  offi- 
cials, probation  officers,  etc.  There  were  interesting 
round-table  discussions,  together  with  an  explanation 
of  the  methods  of  the  Industrial  School,  the  parole 
system,  etc.  Boys  and  girls  committed  to  the  School  are 
in  the  custody  of  the  School  until  they  become  21  years 
of  age  but,  after  a  year  of  good  conduct  in  the  School, 
they  are  paroled  and  remain  out  on  parole  as  long  as 
their  conduct  is  satisfactory.  If  their  conduct  is  un- 
satisfactory, they  are  returned  to  the  School  and  must 
remain  until  they  have  a  good  conduct  report  for 
another  year.  In  this  connection,  attention  is  again 
called  to  the  need  of  a  parole  officer  to  give  full  time 
to  the  supervision  of  children  on  parole  from  this 
School.  This  work  is  now  performed  by  the  Superin- 
tendent and  Matron,  who  cannot  devote  as  much  time 
to  it  as  is  necessary,  because  of  other  duties. 
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June  30,  1927,  there  were  127  boys  and  65  girls  in 
the  Industrial  School  and  159  boys  and  27  girls  out  on 
parole.  Of  this  number,  there  were  42  boys  and  14 
girls  under  16  in  the  School  and  3  boys  under  16  on 
parole.  June  30,  1928,  there  were  122  boys  and  74  girls 
in  the  School  and  127  boys  and  36  girls  on  parole ;  num- 
ber under  16,  31  boys  and  18  girls  in  the  School  and 
6  boys  on  parole. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  M.  George  are  Superintendent 
and  Matron. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE  STATE  PRISON 

The  State  Prison  is  located  on  North  State  Street 
in  Concord.  There  have  been  no  particular  changes 
during  the  biennial  period  but  the  usual  amount  of  re- 
pairing has  been  done.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  report 
that  the  population  of  the  Prison  is  considerably 
smaller  than  usual.  On  June  30,  1927,  there  were  126 
men  and  6  women  in  the  Prison  and  on  June  30,  1928, 
there  were  123  men  and  6  women.  This  is  the  smallest 
number  since  1920.  Fewer  men  than  usual  have  been 
returned  to  the  Prison  for  violation  of  their  parole. 

The  men  are  employed  by  a  chair  manufacturing 
company  and  the  few  women  prisoners  are  employed 
at  domestic  work.  The  first-grade  conduct  men  are 
allowed  to  have  ball  games.  Moving  pictures  are  shown 
on  holidays  and  the  prison  band  furnishes  music  for 
Sunday  services  and  occasional  concerts.  It  would  be 
an  advantage  for  the  Prison  to  own  a  moving  picture 
machine,  as  it  is  not  always  possible  to  secure  one  when 
it  is  needed.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE  SOLDIERS'  HOME 

The  New  Hampshire  Soldiers'  Home  is  located  in 
Tilton.  There  are  two  buildings,  the  main  building  con- 
taining the  Commandant's  residence,  office,  reception 
room  and  chapel-library,  with  sleeping  quarters  for  the 
men  in  the  wings.  The  other  building  is  a  hospital. 
There  is  a  small  amount  of  land,  which  supplies  part 
of  the  fruit,  vegetables,  and  hay  used.  The  State  makes 
an  annual  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Home,  which  at  present  amounts  to  $25,000,  and  the 
United  States  Government  allows  $120  a  year  for  each 
soldier  in  residence  at  the  Home. 

Veterans  of  all  wars  of  the  United  States  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  Home.  The  men  may  do  light  work 
around  the  place,  if  they  so  desire,  but  this  is  not  com- 
pulsory. Religious  services  are  conducted  by  the  Com- 
mandant, Rev.  William  H.  Trickey,  and  by  clergymen 
from  Tilton  and  other  places. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE  STATE  SANATORIUM 

There  were  85  patients  in  the  State  Sanatorium  for 
Consumptives  at  Glencliff  on  July  1,  1926,  82  were  ad- 
mitted during  the  year  and  70  discharged.  The  number 
remaining  on  June  30,  1927,  was  97.  From  July  1,  1927, 
to  June  30,  1928,  70  patients  were  admitted  and  72 
discharged.  The  number  remaining  on  June  30,  1928, 
was  95. 

It  is  the  policy  of  this  institution  to  admit  only 
incipient  cases  of  tuberculosis.  Application  for  admis- 
sion should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent,  who  de- 
termines whether  a  case  is  suitable  for  admission. 
Patients  unable  to  pay  for  their  care  should  apply  to 
the  State  Board  of  Charities  for  state  aid  and  they  will 
be  admitted  at  whatever  rate  they  can  pay,  free  if 
necessary. 

In  the  spring  of  1928,  Agents  of  the  Board  made  a 
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careful  investigation  as  to  the  ability  of  relatives  pf 
state  patients  at  the  Sanatorium  to  contribute  some- 
thing toward  their  support.  Very  few  cases  were  found 
in  which  anyhing  could  be  paid  but  it  is  hoped  that 
better  results  may  be  obtained  with  patients  entering 
the  Sanatorium  from  now  on.  In  some  cases,  the 
patients  and  their  families  thought  that  they  must  pay 
the  full  rate  or  nothing,  but  when  the  matter  was  ex- 
plained to  them,  they  were  quite  willing  to  contribute  a 
small  amount.  As  a  result,  there  are  more  part-paying 
patients  than  formerly. 

This  Sanatorium  has  both  open-air  wards  and  an 
infirmary.  When  visited,  it  was  found  to  be  very  clean 
and  in  good  condition.  A  new  house  for  the  Superin- 
tendent is  nearing  completion  and  the  old  building  will 
probably  be  used  as  a  dining-room  for  the  staff. 

Dr.  Robert  M.  Deming  is  the  Superintendent  and 
Dr.  H.  E.  Siske  is  the  Assistant  Physician. 

TUBERCULAR  PATIENTS  IN  ADVANCED  STAGES 

In  addition  to  maintaining  the  State  Sanatorium  at 
Glencliff ,  the  state  has  an  annual  appropriation  for  the 
care  of  tubercular  patients,  especially  in  the  advanced 
stages  of  the  disease,  in  approved  private  sanatoria. 
Patients  desiring  treatment  under  this  appropriation 
make  application  to  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and 
are  placed  in  Pembroke  Sanatorium,  a  private  institu- 
tion in  the  town  of  Pembroke,  about  three  miles  from 
Concord.  They  are  admitted  at  whatever  rate  they 
can  pay,  the  state  paying  the  balance,  or  the  full  rate, 
if  necessary.  As  in  the  case  of  the  State  Sanatorium, 
Agents  of  the  Board  recently  made  a  careful  investiga- 
tion as  to  the  ability  of  patients  and  their  relatives  to 
contribute  toward  their  support.  The  results  were 
slightly  better  than  at  Glencliff. 

The  Legislature  of  1927  reduced  the  annual  ap- 
propriation from  $50,000  to  $40,000,  which  has  been 
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a  very  serious  handicap.  Even  with  the  $50,000  it  was 
impossible  to  provide  for  all  applicants  and  with  only 
$40,000  to  expend  during  the  past  year,  the  situation 
has  been  most  distressing.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
coming  Legislature  will  remedy  this. 

Pembroke  Sanatorium  has  a  number  of  open-air 
camps  and  a  good  infirmary,  with  an  excellent  children's 
ward. 

Miss  Anna  McDerby  is  Superintendent  and  the 
Physicians  are  Dr.  Robert  B.  Kerr  and  Dr.  B.  L. 
Freeman. 

Since  1923,  a  school  has  been  carried  on  for  the 
children  at  Pembroke  Sanatorium,  with  Mrs.  Genevieve 
W.  "Bonner  as  teacher.  Mrs.  Bonner's  report  for  the  two 
years  follows:

The  labor  of  the  prisoners  is 
useful  on  the  farms  but  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
has  always  disapproved  strongly  of  this  policy  of  com- 
bining an  almshouse  and  a  house  of  correction  in  one 
institution.

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JAILS 

The  number  of  jails  remains  the  same  as  at  last 
report.  Prisoners  from  Merrimack,  Cheshire  and  Sul- 
livan Counties  are  confined  in  Hillsborough  County 
Jail  at  the  expense  of  their  respective  counties.  All  the 
other  counties  have  their  own  jails. 

A  law  enacted  in  1927  authorizes  the  County  Com- 
missioners to  set  to  labor  the  jail  prisoners  the  same 
as  the  house  of  correction  prisoners.  In  the  counties 
where  the  jail  is  located  at  the  county  farm,  work  can 
be  found  for  them  about  the  institution  but,  in  other 
counties,  it  is  difficult  to  find  suitable  employment  and 
the  prisoners  must  spend  their  time  in  idleness.  Con- 
ditions in  the  jails  and  houses  of  correction  are  more 
or  less  unsatisfactory,  as  the  prisoners  fail  to  do  their 
part  in  regard  to  cleanliness  and  order.

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ROCKINGHAM  COUNTY  FARM 

Rockingham  County  Farm  is  located  at  Brentwood, 
with  post-office  address  Epping.  There  have  been  no 
particular  changes  during  the  past  two  years  but  the 
usual  amount  of  repairing  has  been  done.  This  institu- 
tion has  substantial  brick  buildings  for  both  the  men 
and  women  inmates  and  a  third  brick  building  for  the 
Superintendent's  residence  and  administrative  offices. 
There  is  also  a  separate  building  for  the  house  of  cor- 
rection prisoners.  The  women's  building  contains  a 
very  well  equipped  hospital  and  there  are  porches  on 
the  oack  where  the  patients  may  take  the  air. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  55  male  and  20  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse  and  2  men  and  1  woman  in 
the  house  of  correction. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wallace  H.  Stiles  have  succeeded  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Fred  Rand  as  Superintendent  and  Matron. 
Dr.  Abram  W.  Mitchell  is  the  Physician  and  Rev. 
Thomas  C.  Brewster  is  the  Chaplain. 

ROCKINGHAM  COUNTY  JAIL 

Rockingham  County  Jail  at  Portsmouth  is  a  two 
story  building  with  good  light  and  ventilation.  The 
cells  are  arranged  for  two  occupants  and  there  are 
separate  quarters  for  women  prisoners.  The  trusties 
do  the  work  around  the  jail. 

There  were  17  prisoners  June  30,  1928. 

Sheriff  Ceylon  Spinney  is  the  Jailer  and  Dr.  H.  L. 
Taylor  is  the  Physician. 

STRAFFORD  COUNTY  FARM 

Strafford  County  Farm  is  situated  in  Dover.  Some 
of  the  inmates'  quarters  have  been  newly  painted  a 
lighter  color,  which  has  greatly  improved  the  appear- 
ance of  the  place.    The  kitchen  and  storerooms  are  in 
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the  basement  and  are  dark  and  damp.  This  is  one  of 
the  almshouses  which  has  no  hospital  facilities,  al- 
though one  end  of  the  building  is  partitioned  off  for  the 
care  of  cases  of  contagious  disease. 

An  adjoining  building  houses  both  jail  and  house 
of  correction  prisoners.  There  are  48  cells  with  two 
beds  in  a  cell  and  the  place  is  fairly  clean  and  well  ven- 
tilated. The  jail  and  the  almshouse  are  both  brick 
structures. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  56  male  and  22  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse,  16  men  in  the  house  of  cor- 
rection, and  9  men  in  the  jail. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edward  S.  Young  are  Superintendent 
and  Matron,  Dr.  Dudley  L.  Stokes  is  the  Physician,  and 
Rev.  Lester  C.  Holmes  is  the  Chaplain. 

BELKNAP  COUNTY  FARM 

Belknap  County  Farm  is  located  in  the  city  of 
Laconia.  The  almshouse,  house  of  correction  and  jail 
are  in  separate  buildings  but  women  prisoners  are  con- 
fined in  one  section  of  the  almshouse.  The  interior  of 
the  buildings  has  recently  been  painted  and  an  addi- 
tional toilet  and  bathroom  have  been  equipped.  Fire 
escapes  have  been  constructed,  a  fire  alarm  box  in- 
stalled, and  the  doors  changed  to  open  outward.  The 
buildings  as  a  whole  are  in  good  condition.  There  are  no 
hospital  quarters. 

On  June  30,  1928,  there  were  23  male  and  13  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse,  9  men  and  2  women  in  the 
house  of  correction,  and  33  men  and  4  women  in  the 
jail. 

Officers:  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  G.  Magill;  Physician,  Dr.  L.  R.  Brown; 
Chaplain,  Rev.  R.  W.  Roundy. 
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CARROLL  COUNTY  FARM 

Carroll  County  Farm  is  located  in  Ossipee.  The 
main  almshouse  is  a  three-story  wooden  building  and 
the  jail  and  house  of  correction  are  located  in  an  ad- 
joining brick  building,  which  is  connected  with  the 
almshouse  by  a  covered  passage.  The  two  upper  floors 
of  the  brick  building  contain  rooms  for  women  inmates. 
There  are  no  hospital  quarters.  When  the  Board  in- 
spected this  institution,  everything  was  clean  and  well 
ordered. 

On  June  30,  1928,  there  were  15  male  and  12 
female  inmates  in  the  almshouse,  2  men  in  the  house  of 
correction,  and  no  prisoners  in  the  jail. 

Officers:  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arthur  L.  Mason,  Super- 
intendent and  Matron;  Dr.  Ervin  W.  Hodsdon,  Phy- 
sician. 

MERRIMACK  COUNTY  FARM 

Merrimack  County  Farm  is  located  at  Gerrish  in 
the  town  of  Boscawen.  The  buildings  are  in  good  repair 
and  there  has  been  no  new  construction  during  the 
biennial  period.  Before  long,  however,  more  room  will 
probably  be  needed,  especially  for  the  care  of  the  sick. 
There  is  already  a  very  good  hospital  ward  in  the  alms- 
house and  cases  of  contagious  disease  are  cared  for  in 
a  small  building  nearby. 

The  house  of  correction  is  on  the  other  side  of  the 
highway,  entirely  separate  from  the  almshouse. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  70  male  and  45  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse  and  12  men  in  the  house  of 
correction. 

Officers :  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Joseph  M.  Lorden;  Physician,  Dr.  E.  T.  Drake;  Chap- 
lain, Rev.  Daniel  Mclntyre. 
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HILLSBOROUGH  COUNTY  FARM 

Hillsborough  County  Farm  is  located  at  Grasmere 
in  the  town  of  Goffstown.  It  comprises  the  adminis- 
tration building,  almshouse,  house  of  correction,  build- 
ing for  the  care  of  chronic  cases,  hospital,  and  various 
farm  buildings.  The  almshouse  contains  a  very  good 
nursery  for  young  children  and  there  is  a  playground 
for  the  children  near  by.  The  building  formerly  used 
for  the  insane  has  been  renovated  to  provide  wards  for 
incurables,  women  downstairs  and  men  upstairs.  There 
are  rooms  for  forty  patients  and  they  are  filled  about 
all  the  time. 

The  hospital,  which  is  across  the  road  from  the 
rest  of  the  buildings,  has  recently  been  enlarged  by 
the  addition  of  three  wings,  for  a  nurses'  home,  a 
maternity  ward,  and  a  male  ward  for  particularly  hard 
cases.  It  contains  special  wards  for  tubercular  patients, 
an  orthopedic  department,  and  a  very  good  operating- 
room.  The  laboratory  and  X-Ray  room  are  well 
equipped.  This  hospital  has  a  training  school  for  nurses 
and  a  large  staff  of  consulting  physicians  and  surgeons. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  98  male  and  42  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse  and  hospital  and  22  men  and 
4  women  in  the  house  of  correction. 

Officers :  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Brainard  P.  Newton;  Assistant  Superintendent,  John 
L.  Wentworth;  Director  of  the  Staff,  Dr.  George  V. 
Fiske;  Chaplains,  Rev.  G.  H.  Nickerson  and  Rev. 
Edmond  M.  Total. 

HILLSBOROUGH  COUNTY  JAIL 

Hillsborough  County  Jail  is  situated  in  the  city  of 
Manchester  and  is  a  modern  building,  practically  tool 
and  fire-proof.  It  can  accommodate  120  prisoners,  two 
in  a  cell,  and  has  a  workroom  if  work  could  be  provided. 

Prisoners  from  Merrimack,  Cheshire  and  Sullivan 
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counties  are  confined  in  this  jail  and  there  are  also 
many  Federal  prisoners  here. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  14  men  and  1  woman  in 
this  jail. 

Sheriff  John  T.  O'Dowd  is  the  Jailer. 

CHESHIRE  COUNTY  FARM 

Cheshire  County  Farm  is  located  in  Westmoreland. 
Besides  the  two  almshouse  buildings,  this  institution 
has  a  good  hospital  and  a  small  building  for  the  care 
of  tubercular  patients.  Everything  was  in  good  con- 
dition when  inspected  by  the  Board. 

Part  of  one  of  the  buildings  has  been  remodeled 
for  a  house  of  correction.  There  are  five  cells  and  a 
lounging  room  on  the  first  floor  and  a  dormitory  of 
twenty-five  beds  on  the  second  floor.  The  place  is  very 
clean  and  light. 

Considerable  damage  was  caused  at  this  institution 
by  the  flood  of  November,  1927.  The  boiler  house  was 
badly  undermined,  the  place  was  without  heat  for 
thirty  hours  and  the  lighting  system  was  out  of  order 
for  twenty-four  hours  but  no  accidents  occurred  and 
none  of  the  inmates  became  ill. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  41  male  and  26  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse  and  16  men  and  1  woman  in 
the  house  of  correction. 

Officers :  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Benjamin  F.  Sherman;  Physician,  Dr.  Bayard  T. 
Mousley. 

SULLIVAN  COUNTY  FARM 

Sullivan  County  Farm  is  located  at  Unity,  with 
post-office  address  Claremont.  This  institution  has 
wooden  buildings  but  there  is  a  good  water  supply  for 
fire  protection,  with  plenty  of  hose  in  the  buildings. 
There  have  been  extensive  repairs  and  improvements 
during  the  past  year,  the  principal  change  being  the 
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remodeling  of  a  building  adjacent  to  the  Superinten- 
dent's apartment  to  provide  for  the  care  of  the  sick  and 
infirm.  The  building  contains  a  reception  room,  eight 
sleeping  rooms  and  a  bath.  There  is  a  spacious  veran- 
da which  will  doubtless  be  much  appreciated. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  39  male  and  13  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse  and  7  men  and  2  women  in 
the  house  of  correction. 

Officers:  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Luman  M.  Grout;  Physician,  Dr.  H.  C.  Sanders,  Jr.; 
Chaplain,  Rev.  Harvey  C.  Sawyer. 

GRAFTON  COUNTY  FARM 

Grafton  County  Farm  is  located  near  the  Horse 
Meadow  Railroad  station,  about  two  miles  from  Woods- 
ville.  The  buildings  are  old  and  expensive  to  maintain 
and  there  is  considerable  fire  hazard,  as  all  the  build- 
ings except  the  jail  are  made  of  wood.  There  is  a  very 
good  hospital  of  twenty  beds,  to  which  a  modern  and 
well-equipped  operating  room  was  added  two  years  ago. 
The  Board  found  the  institution  in  good  condition  when 
a  visit  of  inspection  was  made. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  30  male  and  34  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse,  20  men  and  1  woman  in  the 
house  of  correction,  and  9  men  in  the  jail. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Earl  Andrews  have  succeeded  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Alvah  H.  Parker  as  Superintendent  and 
Matron.  Dr.  E.  M.  Miller  is  the  Physician  and  Rev. 
D.  E.  Burns  is  the  Chaplain. 

COOS  COUNTY  FARM 

Coos  County  Farm  is  located  in  West  Stewarts- 
town.  There  is  considerable  danger  of  fire,  as  most  of 
the  buildings  are  made  of  wood  and  the  railroad  is  not 
far  away  but  the  fire  hazard  has  been  lessened  by  the 
installation  of  an  automatic  sprinkler  system.  The 
buildings  are  newly  painted. 
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A  brick  building  contains  cells  for  the  jail  prison- 
ers and  a  dormitory  for  the  house  of  correction  prison- 
ers. This  building  is  connected  by  a  subway  with  the 
main  building. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  54  male  and  33  female 
inmates  in  the  almshouse,  16  men  and  1  woman  in  the 
house  of  correction,  and  14  men  and  1  woman  in  the 
jail. 

Officers :  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Almon  J.  Young;  Physicians,  Dr.  J.  M.  Blodgett  and 
Dr.  G.  W.  Barbour;  Chaplains,  Rev.  H.  H.  Albee  and 
Rev.  L.  A.  Ramsay. 


Child  Welfare 


CASE  WORK 

In  the  last  biennial  period,  this  department  has 
been  something  of  a  clearing  house  for  all  sorts  of 
economic  and  social  problems.  As  will  be  seen  from 
one  of  the  following  cases,  we  have  tried  to  keep  the 
family  intact,  whenever  at  all  possible,  helping  them  in 
every  way  to  overcome  their  own  difficulties  and  be- 
come as  nearly  as  possible  a  normal  family,  which  is 
an  indispensable  institution  in  human  society. 

The  following  cases  have  been  selected  as  typical 
of  the  varied  problems  we  strive  to  remedy : 

Non- Support  and  Desertion 

A  father  at  the  death  of  his  wife  placed  his  two 
children  in  this  state  to  board,  paid  the  board  for  a 
short  time,  and  then  disappeared.  As  these  two  chil- 
dren were  to  become  dependents  in  our  state,  a  search 
was  made  for  this  man.  He  was  located  and  found  to 
be  a  good  father  but  discouraged  and  out  of  work 
since  the  death  of  his  wife.  He  wished  the  children  to 
be  near  him  and  a  home  was  found  with  the  help  of 
an  agency  in  the  state  in  which  he  lives.  An  investi- 
gation showed  this  boarding  home  to  be  exceptionally 
good  and  the  father  came  to  New  Hampshire  and  took 
his  two  children  to  the  boarding  home  near  the  place 
of  his  employment.  This  father's  interest  in  his 
children  has  apparently  been  revived. 

Neglect 

A  father  and  mother  and  four  children  were  found 
living  in  a  most  deplorable  condition,  the  whole  atmos- 
phere being  unfit  for  the  children.  The  children  were 
underfed  and  undernourished.  This  department  ar- 
ranged to  have  temporary  aid  given  to  the  family  in 
the  way  of  food  and  clothing,   so  that  the  children 
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might  attend  school;  then  an  attempt  was  made  to 
help  these  people  change  their  mode  of  living.  While 
conditions  are  not  ideal  in  any  way,  yet  there  is  a 
decided  change  and  the  parents  are  struggling  along 
trying  to  care  for  their  children. 

Delinquency 

A  boy  whose  parents  are  both  dead  was  in  a  family 
home  but  conditions  changed  in  the  home  so  that  he 
was  no  longer  welcomed  by  some  members  of  the 
family.  The  boy  realized  this  and  was  most  unhappy 
and  lonely.  Wishing  to  break  the  monotony,  so  he 
stated,  he  went  into  the  woods  and  stayed  and,  as  a 
result,  the  townspeople  became  alarmed  until  he  was 
found.  The  family  would  no  longer  take  care  of  him  and 
he  was  turned  over  to  this  department.  A  study  was 
made  and  it  developed  that  the  boy  was  perfectly  nor- 
mal and  craved  affection  and  the  care  of  someone  who 
really  wanted  him.  Our  investigation  showed  that  the 
boy's  brother  had  been  his  guardian  and  had  misspent 
some  money  which  should  have  been  given  to  his 
brothers  and  sisters.  All  the  other  children  have  been 
located  and  signed  off  their  rights  and  this  boy  is  to  be 
placed  under  the  permanent  care  of  this  department. 
He  is  responding  to  his  present  care  and  shows  no 
tendency  towards  delinquency. 

Feeble-mindedness 

Our  attention  was  called  to  a  boy  sixteen  years  of 
age  who  was  mentally  deficient,  could  not  be  educated 
in  our  schools,  and  was  becoming  a  serious  menace 
among  the  girls  in  the  community.  The  parents  of  the 
boy  had  sensed  all  the  dangers  but  did  not  know  how 
to  solve  the  problem.  An  examination  proved  that  the 
boy  had  a  mind  of  a  child  between  7  and  8,  also  that 
he  needed  certain  medical  attention.   With  the  cooper- 
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ation  of  the  parents,  he  has  been  segregated  from  the 
community  and  placed  where  he  will  receive  the  special 
care  and  training  which  he  requires. 

A  feeble-minded  girl  twenty  years  of  age,  having 
one  illegitimate  child,  became  acquainted  with  a  delin- 
quent boy  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  secure  a  mar- 
riage license.  The  marriage  did  not  take  place,  the  girl 
being  turned  over  to  this  department  and  the  boy 
placed  back  in  the  institution  from  which  he  had  been 
paroled.  A  study  was  made  of  this  girl  and  it  was 
found  she  had  a  mental  age  of  a  child  of  10  and  could 
not  take  her  place  in  society  and  manage  her  own  af- 
fairs. She  has  been  placed  where  she  will  receive 
training  and  special  care  and  both  she  and  the  com- 
munity will  be  protected.  The  father  of  the  girl  is 
paying  the  board  of  her  baby  in  a  boarding  home. 

Abuse 

There  have  been  two  outstanding  cases  of  abuse 
reported  to  this  department  during  the  past  year.  The 
first  involved  two  boys,  twelve  and  fourteen  years  old, 
brothers  and  county  charges,  placed  on  a  farm  with  a 
seemingly  worthy  family.  Because  of  minor  disobedi- 
ences and  untruthfulness  the  man  beat  the  boys  un- 
mercifully three  nights  in  succession  leaving  them 
badly  bruised  and  marked  from  their  ankles  to  their 
hips.  Upon  investigation  the  boys  were  removed  im- 
mediately and  the  man  given  a  generous  fine  in  the 
local  court. 

The  second  case,  one  of  most  unusual  brutality 
and  criminal  assault,  concerned  a  girl  of  thirteen 
placed  by  her  mother  in  answer  to  an  advertisement  for 
help.  For  several  weeks  this  child  was  beaten  and 
assaulted  by  the  man  of  the  family  until  her  condition 
was  noticed  by  her  teacher.  When  found  by  the  school 
nurse,  the  body  was  a  mass  of  bruised  flesh,  hands  and 
feet  badly  swollen,  and  other  conditions  appalling.   The 
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child  was  placed  in  a  hospital  where  she  remained  many 
weeks.  She  is  now  doing  well  in  a  supervised  home. 
The  man,  father  of  three  children,  was  given  a  long 
sentence  in  the  State  Prison,  after  a  careful  mental 
examination. 

These  cases  show  the  need  of  a  more  careful  com- 
pulsory supervision  of  all  private  homes  in  which 
children  are  placed. 

We  acknowledge  with  due  appreciaton  the  cooper- 
ation received  from  the  local,  county,  and  state  officials.

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CRIPPLED  CHILDREN 

Since  1919,  the  Board  has  had  an  appropriation 
for  the  care  of  crippled  and  tuberculous  children, 
which  is  used  partly  to  provide  medical  and  surgical 
treatment,  apparatus,  etc.,  and  partly  to  enable  crippled 
children  to  attend  special  schools  in  other  states  where 
the  instruction  is  adapted  to  their  condition.  Most 
cases  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  through  the 
school  nurses  and  the  orthopedic  clinics  which  are  held 
by  various  private  agencies  throughout  the  state.  The 
parents  are  expected  to  contribute  toward  the  expense 
when  possible  but  are  seldom  able  to  do  so. 

During  the  last  two  years,  73  have  received  aid 
from  this  appropriation.  The  following  forms  of  assist- 
ance were  given:  Hospital  care,  29;  plaster  casts,  10; 
braces  and  other  apparatus  and  repair  of  same,  38; 
X-Ray  examinations,  14;  attendance  at  posture  clinic, 
1 ;  education  in  special  schools,  5.  A  wheel-chair  was 
procured  for  one  boy,  to  enable  him  to  attend  High 
School. 

The  appropriation  for  this  work  should  be 
continued.  ■ 

BOARDING  HOMES  FOR  INFANTS 

July  1,  1928,  there  were  forty  licensed  boarding 
homes  for  the  care  of  children  three  years  of  age  and 
under  supervised  by  this  department.  Of  that  number, 
sixteen  are  new  homes  and  included  in  the  list  are  two 
institutions.  Twenty-one  licenses  were  not  renewed, 
two  homes  disapproved  by  the  local  health  officers,  and 
four  women  advised  to  withdraw  their  application  fol- 
lowing an  inspection  by  the  agent  of  this  Board. 

These  homes  have  had  the  usual  inspections,  where 
advice  as  to  care  of  the  babies  is  given  and  necessary 
criticisms  are  made,  always  kindly  received  by  the 
licensees. 
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Such  literature  as  is  deemed  helpful  is  sent  regu- 
larly from  the  office  and  in  all  ways  an  endeavor  is 
made  to  keep  these  homes  up  to  satisfactory  standards. 

LYING-IN  PLACES 

July  1,  1928,  there  were  seventy  licensed  lying-in 
places,  including  general  and  private  hospitals.  Four- 
teen licenses  were  not  renewed,  and  sixteen  new  licenses 
were  granted,  including  three  hospitals.  Three  women 
were  advised  not  to  take  maternity  cases,  after  a  visit 
from  the  Agent,  and  one  home  was  disapproved  by 
the  local  health  officer. 

All  cases  delivered  in  the  homes,  not  hospitals, 
are  reported  and  a  careful  record  of  the  work  kept. 

The  usual  inspections  have  been  made  and  in  many 
cases  a  word  of  approval  received  from  the  local 
physicians. 

DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

Records  of  all  children  dependent  on  public  funds 
for  support  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Board  of 
Charities.  The  law  provides  that  no  children  shall  re- 
main in  almshouses  over  sixty  days  unless  they  are  ill 
or  mentally  deficient  but  it  is  often  necessary  to  place 
them  there  for  temporary  care  until  some  other  plan 
can  be  made  for  them.  The  County  Commissioners  are 
cooperating  with  the  State  Board  of  Charities  in  an 
endeavor  to  reduce  the  number  of  children  in  alms- 
houses. One  problem  which  they  have  to  meet  is  the 
disposition  of  children  whose  parents  are  committed  to 
the  house  of  correction  for  short  sentences.  It  is  hardly 
feasible  to  place  these  children  in  an  orphanage  for 
such  a  short  stay  and  oftentimes  the  whole  family  is 
brought  to  the  county  farm.  No  satisfactory  solution 
for  this  problem  has  yet  been  found. 

The  number  of  dependent  children  on  June  30, 
1927,  was  718 — 447  in  Children's  Homes,  64  in  alms- 
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houses,  and  207  in  family  homes.  June  30,  1928,  the 
number  of  dependent  children  was  760 — 473  in  Chil- 
dren's Homes,  67  in  almshouses,  and  220  in  family 
homes. 

CHILDREN'S  HOMES 

The  Children's  Homes  of  New  Hampshire  are  all 
private  institutions  but  nearly  all  of  them  receive 
public  charges  and  are  therefore  under  the  supervision 
of  the  State  Board  of  Charities.  The  larger  Homes 
conduct  their  own  schools  and  the  smaller  ones  send 
their  children  to  the  public  schools. 

The  Bethesda  Home  at  West  Rumney,  a  small 
Home  conducted  by  the  First  Fruit  Harvesters,  was 
destroyed  by  fire  on  January  16,  1927,  and  has  not  been 
rebuilt.  The  children  who  were  in  the  Home  at  the  time 
of  the  fire  were  cared  for  temporarily  at  Immanuel 
Home,  a  Home  for  the  Aged  also  conducted  by  the 
First  Fruit  Harvesters,  until  other  places  could  be 
found  for  them.  There  are  now  ten  Protestant  and 
eight  Catholic  Homes  in  the  state. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  Catholic  Homes  has 
been  decreasing  in  recent  years,  it  being  the  policy  of 
Rev.  John  J.  Brophy,  who  is  supervisor  of  Catholic 
charities  in  New  Hampshire  and  also  a  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charities,  to  keep  families  intact,  not 
sanctioning  the  separation  of  parents  and  children  for 
reasons  of  divorce  or  quarrels,  thus  giving  liberty  to 
the  parents  to  do  as  they  wish  with  no  cares  or  ties 
to  keep  them  together  and  make  home  what  it  should 
be.  On  account  of  this  system,  St.  Mary's  Orphanage 
in  Dover  was  closed  a  few  years  ago.  The  curriculum 
for  school  work  is  the  same  as  in  outside  schools  and 
usually  the  older  children  attend  classes  outside  the 
institutions.  The  Homes  are  well  managed  and  up  to 
date. 

The  population  of  the  Children's  Homes  on  June 
30,  1927,  was  1214—672  boys  and  542  girls.    There 
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were  447  public  charges,  247  boys  and  200  girls.  On 
June  30,  1928,  the  population  was  1210 — 682  boys  and 
528  girls.  There  were  473  public  charges — 252  boys 
and  221  girls. 

A  brief  statement  about  each  Home  follows. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE  ORPHANS'  HOME 

The  New  Hampshire  Orphans'  Home  is  situated 
in  Franklin  on  property  which  once  belonged  to 
Daniel  Webster.  The  name  of  the  Home  has  led  many 
to  believe  this  to  be  a  state  institution  but  it  is  actually 
a  private  Home  like  all  the  other  orphanages  in  the 
State.  There  are  dormitories  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  children  and  cottages  for  a  few  of  the  older  boys 
and  girls,  the  John  Taylor  Cottage  for  boys  and  the 
Abigail  Bartlett  Cottage  for  girls.  This  Home  has  a 
nursery  to  which  babies  six  months  old  and  upward  are 
admitted.  A  school  is  maintained  in  connection  with 
the  institution. 

In  November,  1927,  charges  of  ill  treatment  of 
children  at  this  Home  were  published  in  a  Boston 
newspaper.  An  immediate  investigation  was  made  by 
this  department  and  the  charges  were  considered 
largely  groundless.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Home  held  the  following  week,  a  vote  was  passed 
expressing  confidence  in  the  management  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Malvern  and  stating  that  the  charges  made  by 
the  Boston  newspaper  were  considered  without 
foundation. 

In  May,  1928,  the  same  person  who  made  the 
charges  through  the  newspaper  wrote  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  making  further  complaints,  first, 
that  there  were  insufficient  toilet  facilities  for  the 
dormitory  in  the  Mack  Building  and  second,  that  a 
syphilitic  man  had  been  employed.  An  investigation 
was  made  by  Inspector  J.  X.  Duval  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  Secretary  John  Bishop  of  the  State 
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Board  of  Charities,  who  found  that  while  there  was 
only  one  toilet  near  the  dormitory  for  use  in  the  night, 
there  were  ample  accommodations  nearby  in  the  same 
building.  Some  of  the  old  plumbing  in  the  basement 
of  this  building  should  be  replaced.  The  second  com- 
plaint was  absolutely  without  foundation. 

The  population  of  the  Home  on  June  30,  1928,  was 
167 — 100  boys  and  67  girls.  There  were  154  public 
charges — 89  boys  and  65  girls. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  Walter  J.  Malvern  are  Superintend- 
ent and  Matron. 

MANCHESTER  CHILDREN'S  HOME 

The  Manchester  Children's  Home  is  located  on  the 
corner  of  Walnut  and  Webster  Streets  in  Manchester 
and  receives  both  boys  and  girls.  The  older  children 
occupy  the  main  building,  which  also  contains  the  ad- 
ministrative section,  and  the  little  children  are  provided 
for  in  a  smaller  building  nearby,  which  also  contains 
hospital  quarters.  There  have  been  no  recent  changes. 
The  children  attend  the  public  schools  and  a  nearby 
church.  The  Protestant  societies  of  Manchester  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  the  Home  and  there  is  a  small 
endowment  fund. 

On  June  30,  1928,  there  were  18  boys  and  21  girls 
in  the  Home,  of  whom  5  boys  and  4  girls  were  public 
charges. 

Mrs.  Edith  Campbell  is  the  Matron. 

ST.    PATRICK'S    ORPHANAGE   FOR    GIRLS   AND 
ST.  JOSEPH'S  BOYS'  HOME 

St.  Patrick's  Orphanage  for  girls  is  a  three-story 
wooden  building  on  the  corner  of  Hanover  and  Pine 
Streets  in  Manchester.  Attractive  reception  rooms 
may  be  found  on  entering,  also  well  lighted  school- 
rooms with  trained  teachers  from    the    Convent    of 
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Mercy  in  charge.  Upstairs  are  the  dormitories,  in 
which  the  children  have  single  white  iron  bedsteads 
with  springs  adding  to  their  comfort.  The  rooms  are 
well  ventilated  and  have  plenty  of  light.  They  are 
cool  in  summer  and  well  heated  in  winter.  Bathrooms 
and  toilets  are  located  in  the  basement. 

The  efficiency  and  need  of  fire  drills  were  very 
well  shown  a  few  years  ago,  on  a  winter  night,  when 
fire  broke  out  as  the  children  were  in  their  first  sound 
sleep.  In  a  very  few  moments  each  of  the  larger  girls 
was  at  the  bedside  of  a  smaller  one  and,  at  a  given 
signal,  they  all  marched  out  of  the  burning  building, 
so  that,  when  the  fire  apparatus  and  firemen  arrived, 
every  child  was  out  of  the  building  and  accounted  for, 
a  credit  to  both  Sisters  and  children. 

St.  Joseph's  Boys'  Home  is  a  brick  building  situ- 
ated at  the  corner  of  Pine  and  Amherst  Streets,  adjoin- 
ing St.  Patrick's  Orphanage.  The  object  of  this  Home 
is  the  care,  protection,  and  education  of  orphaned  and 
deserted  boys  from  4  to  12  or  until  such  time  as 
a  proper  home  can  be  found  or  they  are  old  enough  to 
go  to  work.  When  they  have  left  the  Home,  they  are 
not  forgotten,  as  those  in  charge  continue  their  kindly 
interest  in  them  as  long  as  practicable  or  needful. 

The  arrangement  of  the  rooms  and  classes  is  about 
the  same  as  in  St.  Patrick's  Orphanage.  One  boiler 
heats  the  two  Homes.  One  of  the  many  improvements 
is  the  installing  of  about  a  dozen  shower  baths,  which 
are  seldom  idle,  especially  during  the  hot  weather. 

The  children  in  these  two  Homes  have  medical 
attention  and  dental  treatment,  being  examined  and 
cared  for  frequently. 

Religious  services  are  held  in  a  common  chapel 
by  priests  from  St.  Joseph's  Cathedral. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  77  boys  in  St.  Joseph's 
and  58  girls  in  St.  Patrick's.  Forty-four  boys  and  37 
girls  were  public  charges. 
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Sister  Mary  Joseph  is  in  charge  of  both  institu- 
tions and  is  assisted  by  an  efficient  corps  of  Sisters 
from  Mount  St.  Mary's  Convent. 

NOTRE  DAME  DE  LOURDES  ORPHANAGE  AND 
ST.  PETER'S  ORPHANAGE 

Notre  Dame  Orphanage  for  girls  and  St.  Peter's 
Orphanage  for  boys  are  connected  with  St.  Marie's 
parish  in  West  Manchester.  Notre  Dame  Orphanage 
adjoins  Notre  Dame  Hospital  and  St.  Peter's  Orphan- 
age is  located  on  Alsace  Street,  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
city.  Both  institutions  are  in  fine  condition  and  are  up 
to  date  in  every  way,  many  improvements  having  been 
made  for  the  welfare  of  the  inmates.  St.  Peter's  has 
considerable  land  for  playgrounds  and  gardens. 

Like  all  the  Catholic  Homes,  these  orphanages 
have  no  permanent  fund  and  depend  upon  the  small 
amounts  received  for  the  children's  board  and  contri- 
butions from  charitable  friends. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  118  boys  in  St.  Peter's 
Orphanage  and  93  girls  in  Notre  Dame  Orphanage. 
Thirty-two  boys  and  40  girls  were  public  charges. 

These  Homes  are  conducted  by  the  Grey  Nuns. 
Sister  St.  Gilbert  is  the  Superior  of  Notre  Dame  Or- 
phanage and  Sister  St.  Claude  of  St.  Peter's. 

ST.  VINCENT  DE  PAUL  ORPHANAGE 

St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Orphanage,  on  Lake  Avenue, 
Manchester,  is  a  Catholic  Home  connected  with  the 
parish  of  St.  Augustine  and  receives  both  boys  and 
girls.  The  building,  which  is  made  of  wood,  is  well 
lighted,  heated,  and  vetilated  and  has  accommodations 
for  a  little  over  one  hundred  children.  The  Home 
maintains  its  own  school. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  43  boys  and  44  girls  in 
this  orphanage,  of  whom  4  boys  and  8  girls  were  public 
charges. 
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This  Home  is  in  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  Provi- 
dence and  Sister  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  is  the 
Superior. 

OUR  LADY  OF  PERPETUAL  HELP  INFANT 

ASYLUM 

The  Infant  Asylum  of  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help 
was  opened  in  1902  and  was  then  connected  with  the 
Sacred  Heart  Hospital  in  Manchester.  Owing  to  the 
increase  in  numbers,  more  commodious  quarters  were 
needed  and  a  new  Home  was  built  on  Concord  Street 
which  receives  little  ones  from  one  day  old  up  to  four 
years.  When  they  are  four,  they  are  transferred  to 
either  St.  Patrick's  or  St.  Joseph's  Orphanage  and  re- 
main there  until  placed  out  or  returned  to  their 
parents.  There  are  nurseries  on  the  first  floor  and  a 
maternity  hospital  on  the  second  floor.  The  rooms 
are  light  and  airy. 

There  were  78  babies  in  the  Infant  Asylum  on 
June  30,  1928 — 45  boys  and  33  girls.  Two  boys  and 
one  girl  were  public  charges. 

All  the  Sisters  who  have  the  care  of  the  children 
are  trained  nurses.  The  institution  is  in  charge  of  the 
Sisters  of  Mercy  and  Sister  Virginia  is  the  Superior. 

DOVER  CHILDREN'S  HOME 

The  Dover  Children's  Home  occupies  a  three-story 
building  on  Locust  Street,  Dover,  and  receives  both 
boys  and  girls.  The  children  attend  the  public  schools 
and  the  Congregational  Church  and  receive  instruction 
in  domestic  duties  in  the  Home.  Friends  of  the  Home 
have  made  it  possible  for  promising  pupils  to  attend 
high  school  and  even  college  and  considerable  attention 
is  paid  to  the  development  of  musical  talent. 

The  Home  was  clean  and  in  very  good  condition 
when  inspected. 

This  Home  possesses  an  excellent  summer  camp 
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on  Parker  Mountain  in  Strafford  and  the  building  in 
Dover  is  closed  for  the  entire  summer  vacation.  A 
description  of  the  camp  was  given  in  the  last  report  of 
this  Board.  Two  barns  were  converted  into  dormi- 
tories and  an  old  house  on  the  property  was  remodeled 
to  accommodate  visitors  and  provide  quarters  for  the 
Matron,  many  of  the  old  features  of  the  building  being 
retained.  The  camp  is  proving  most  beneficial  for  the 
children  and  it  certainly  would  be  a  wonderful  thing  if 
the  other  Homes  of  the  State  could  have  similar  camps. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  29  boys  and  33  girls  in 
the  Dover  Children's  Home,  of  whom  14  boys  and  20 
girls  were  public  charges. 

Mrs.  Anne  L.  Herrin  is  the  Superintendent. 

KING'S  DAUGHTERS'  DAY  NURSERY  AND 
CHILDREN'S  HOME 

Since  the  last  report,  the  King's  Daughters'  Home 
has  moved  from  the  corner  of  Kinsley  and  Wilder 
Streets  in  Nashua  to  a  much  better  location  on  Crown 
Hill,  next  to  a  schoolhouse.  The  house  already  on  the 
property  was  remodeled  and  is  in  fairly  good  condition, 
with  excellent  sanitary  arrangements.  An  electric 
refrigerator  has  been  installed.  There  is  ample  room 
for  playgrounds. 

This  Home  was  originally  established  as  a  day 
nursery  for  the  care  of  children  whose  mothers  were 
obliged  to  work.  It  has  a  small  endowment  fund  and 
receives  contributions  from  the  different  circles  of 
King's  Daughters  throughout  the  State.  The  children 
attend  the  public  schools  and  whatever  churches  their 
relatives  desire. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  6  boys  and  12  girls  in 
this  Home,  3  boys  and  4  girls  being  public  charges. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin  H.  Caverly  are  Superinten- 
dent and  Matron. 
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NASHUA  PROTESTANT  ORPHANAGE 

The  Nashua  Protestant  Orphanage  was  originally 
located  at  Burritt  and  Brooks  Streets  in  Nashua  but, 
for  several  years,  it  has  been  pleasantly  situated  at 
125  Amherst  Street.  The  first  floor  contains  a  kitchen, 
dining-room,  living-room,  parlor,  and  playroom  and  the 
second  floor  contains  a  library  and  two  dormitories, 
one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls.  There  is  considerable 
land  for  garden  and  playground  purposes. 

The  children  attend  the  public  schools  and  the 
Pilgrim  Church. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  12  boys  and  6  girls  in 
this  Orphanage,  of  whom  2  boys  and  3  girls  were  public 
charges. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  B.  Stanton  are  Superintendent 
and  Matron. 

ST.  JOSEPH'S  ORPHANAGE 

St.  Joseph's  Orphanage  on  Main  Street,  Nashua, 
receives  both  boys  and  girls.  It  was  opened  in  1900 
and  has  been  enlarged  from  time  to  time.  A  school  is 
maintained  for  the  younger  children  and  the  older  ones 
attend  the  parochial  school.  The  place  is  always  very 
neat  and  clean  and  the  children  are  well  trained. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  94  boys  and  81  girls  in 
St.  Joseph's  Orphanage,  of  whom  14  boys  and  19  girls 
were  public  charges. 

The  Home  is  in  charge  of  the  Grey  Nuns  and 
Sister  M.  C.  Bourgon  is  the  Superior. 

CHASE  HOME 

Chase  Home  was  formerly  a  small  home  situated 
at  the  corner  of  Court  and  Washington  Streets  in  Ports- 
mouth, with  accommodations  for  twenty  children.  In 
1918,  a  substantial  three-story  building  was  erected  on 
Middle  Road  and  the  Home  can  now  receive  fifty  boys 
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and  girls.  There  have  been  no  public  charges  there  for 
several  years. 

The  children  attend  the  public  schools  and  what- 
ever churches  their  relatives  desire. 

Miss  L.  Daws  succeeded  Mrs.  Florena  M.  Davis  as 
Matron  and  Mrs.  Margaret  H.  Wicker  has  now  taken 
her  place. 

COIT  HOUSE 

Coit  House  is  a  Home  for  both  boys  and  girls, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Diocese  of  New  Hampshire,  and  is  situated  at  Millville 
in  the  city  of  Concord.  It  was  originally  known  as 
the  Concord  Orphans'  Home  and  was  established  in 
1866,  through  the  efforts  of  the  late  Dr.  Coit  of  St. 
Paul's  School,  for  the  benefit  of  children  orphaned  by 
the  Civil  War.  The  children  go  to  the  public  schools 
and  attend  religious  services  in  the  old  chapel  of  St. 
Paul's  School. 

For  several  years,  Coit  House  has  had  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  New  Hampshire  Children's  Aid  and  Pro- 
tective Society,  whereby  it  is  used  as  an  Observation 
Home.  Children  are  placed  there  for  a  period  of  tem- 
porary care  and  observation  and  are  then  placed  out 
in  families  by  the  Children's  Aid  Society. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  18  children  at  Coit 
House,  10  boys  and  8  girls.  One  boy  and  one  girl  were 
public  charges. 

Miss  Marguerite  Malcom  is  the  Superintendent. 

ROLFE  AND  RUMFORD  ASYLUM 

The  Countess  of  Rumford  bequeathed  her  house 
and  grounds  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city  of  Concord 
and  $16,000  in  cash  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
Home  for  girls  born  in  Concord.  The  fund  was  allowed 
to  accumulate  until  1880,  when  it  was  large  enough  to 
maintain  an  institution  and  the  Rolfe  and  Rumford 
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Asylum  was  opened.  Girls  four  years  of  age  and  up- 
ward are  admitted  to  the  Home  and  remain  until  they 
are  old  enough  to  be  self-supporting.  About  twenty 
girls  can  be  accommodated.  A  school  is  conducted  and 
the  girls  receive  domestic  training. 

The  Home  is  supported  by  the  income  of  the  en- 
dowment fund  and  no  contributions  are  requested  from 
the  public. 

Miss  Emma  Dupee  is  the  Matron. 

ST.  CHARLES'  ORPHANAGE 

St.  Charles'  Orphanage  on  Grand  Street,  Ro- 
chester, was  established  in  1913  and  receives  both  boys 
and  girls.  The  residence  which  was  on  the  property 
when  it  was  purchased  was  enlarged  to  provide  two 
dormitories,  one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls,  and  a 
school  is  conducted  in  an  adjoining  building. 

There  was  a  small  fire  in  the  basement  of  the  main 
building  in  June,  1928,  which  did  little  damage  but 
filled  the  building  with  smoke.  Fortunately,  most  of 
the  children  were  at  school  in  the  other  building  but 
there  were  a  number  of  little  ones  on  the  second  floor 
who  had  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Sisters.  Due  to  the 
quick  work  of  the  Sisters,  they  had  all  been  removed 
when  the  firemen  arrived. 

June  30,  1928,  there  were  93  boys  and  73  girls  in 
St.  Charles'  Orphanage,  of  whom  20  boys  and  19  girls 
were  public  charges. 

The  Orphanage  is  in  charge  of  the  Grey  Nuns  and 
Sister  Simoneau  is  the  Superior. 

GOLDEN  RULE  FARM  HOMES 

The  Golden  Rule  Farm  Homes  or  the  Golden  Rule 
Farm,  as  it  is  more  commonly  called,  is  a  Home  for 
mildly  delinquent  boys  situated  near  the  Oakdale  Park 
Station  in  Franklin,  on  the  main  road  from  Franklin 
to  Hill,  with   post-office   address   Hill.     The   original 
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building  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1924  but  has  been 
replaced  by  a  fine  new  building.  A  donation  of  90 
acres  of  land  two  years  ago  has  increased  the  total 
acreage  to  about  500  acres.  The  tillage  land  has  been 
greatly  improved  in  the  last  few  years  and  excellent 
crops  are  now  produced  annually.  The  boys  work  on 
the  farm  out  of  school  hours.  They  attend  the  public 
schools. 

There  is  a  very  good  playground  for  the  boys  and 
many  donations  of  athletic  goods  have  been  made 
for  it. 

There  were  37  boys  in  this  Home  on  June  30,  1928, 
of  whom  22  were  public  charges. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  N.  D.  Witham  are  to  succeed  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Arthur  J.  Kelley  as  Superintendent  and 
Matron,  October  first. 

MERCY  HOME 

The  Mercy  Home  at  East  Manchester,  named  for 
Mrs.  Mercy  Boylston  of  Amherst,  is  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union 
and  its  object  is  to  provide  shelter  and  protection  for 
girls  who  might  go  astray  because  of  unsuitable  home 
surroundings.  Girls  from  ten  to  thirteen  years  of  age 
are  received  and  remain  at  the  Home  until  they  are 
able  to  take  care  of  themselves.  The  number  of  in- 
mates is  limited  to  about  twenty-one,  so  as  to  ensure 
the  personal  interest  of  the  management  in  each  girl. 

The  Home  is  supported  principally  by  the  income 
from  a  laundry,  in  which  the  girls  work  part  of  the 
day.  They  have  an  evening  school  and  also  receive 
domestic  training. 

Miss  Ella  C.  Hurd  is  the  Matron. 


Deaf,  Dumb  and  Blind 


STATE   BENEFICIARIES  AT  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS 

As  there  are  no  schools  for  the  deaf,  dumb  and 
blind  in  New  Hampshire,  the  State  provides  for  the 
education  of  such  children  by  sending  them  to  special 
schools  in  other  states  and  paying  their  board  and  tu- 
ition, the  parents  furnishing  clothing  and  transporta- 
tion. The  present  annual  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose is  $25,000. 

Blind  children  attend  the  Perkins  Institution  and 
Massachusetts  School  for  the  Blind,  Watertown,  Mass. 
There  were  13  pupils  from  New  Hampshire  at  this 
School  during  the  school  year  1926-27  and  9  during  the 
year  1927-28.

The  Alice  Shovelton  School  mentioned  above  is  a 
small  private  school  for  special  defectives  and  the  two 
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boys  who  are  attending  it  from  New  Hampshire  have 
very  poor  vision  in  addition  to  the  handicap  of  deafness 
and  could  not  progress  in  the  ordinary  schools  for  the 
deaf.  The  State  is  paying  what  would  have  to  be  paid 
in  one  of  the  regular  schools  and  the  additional  ex- 
pense is  met  by  relatives. 

The  State  also  provided  a  course  in  lip  reading 
for  a  deafened  adult  at  the  New  England  School  of 
Speech  Reading,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  a  course  in  office 
training  at  the  Connecticut  Institute  for  the  Blind  for 
a  young  woman  who  was  fast  losing  her  sight.  Ex- 
cellent reports  were  received  in  regard  to  this  young 
woman's  work  and  she  received  a  diploma  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Because  of  continually  increasing  rates  in  some  of 
the  schools,  the  Board  has  voted  to  discontinue  sending 
pupils  to  those  schools,  unless  the  parents  themselves 
wish  to  pay  the  difference  in  price. 

ADULT  BLIND  DIVISION 

Since  1913,  the  State  Board  of  Charities  has  main- 
tained a  register  of  the  blind  and  near  blind  of  New 
Hampshire,  which  is  revised  and  kept  up  to  date 
through  the  cooperation  of  state  and  local  officials. 
The  two  field  workers  in  this  Division  make  frequent 
visits  to  the  blind,  giving  lessons  in  handwork  to  some 
and  simply  making  friendly  calls  on  others  who  are  per- 
haps too  old  or  too  feeble  to  take  up  any  work.  The 
visits  bring  cheer  and  comfort  to  many  of  these  people 
and  it  is  sometimes  possible  to  aid  them  by  interesting 
others  in  their  welfare.  Interesting  the  blind  people 
of  a  community  in  one  another  is  helpful,  especially 
when  a  person  is  newly  blinded  and  needs  assistance 
in  adjusting  himself  to  changed  conditions.  During 
the  biennial  period,  the  number  receiving  instruction 
was  as  follows :  Reading  Braille,  10 ;  writing  Braille,  2 ; 
pencil  writing  with  square-hand  board,  4 ;  chair  caning, 
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4;  sewing,  11;  knitting,  7;  crocheting,  3;  tatting,  5; 
cooking,  2 ;  basketry,  1.  One  young  man  was  given  an 
opportunity  to  learn  telephone  switchboard  operating. 

Sight-saving  work  is  one  of  the  important  features 
of  the  work  of  this  Division  and  is  carried  on  among 
both  children  and  adults.  Most  cases  are  taken  to 
the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  in  Boston,  where  operations 
are  performed  free  of  charge  and  the  Board  provides 
for  hospital  care.  Local  specialists  have  been  most 
cooperative  and  in  many  instances  have  made  exami- 
nations without  charge.  In  one  case,  a  specialist  gave 
his  services  in  performing  an  operation  and  the  Board 
had  only  the  hospital  bill  to  pay  as  at  the  Eye  and 
Ear  Infirmary.  During  the  biennial  period,  5  cases 
received  medical  or  surgical  treatment  and  29  were 
provided  with  glasses.  Others  were  given  an  exami- 
nation but  little  or  nothing  could  be  done  for  them. 

Both  workers  in  this  Division,  Mr.  Henry  J.  Van 
Vliet  and  Miss  Dorothy  H.  Powers,  attended  the  Con- 
ference of  the  Eastern  Home  Teachers'  Association 
at  the  Perkins  Institution,  Watertown,  Mass.,  and  the 
Conference  of  the  American  Association  of  Workers 
for  the  Blind  at  Atlantic  City  in  1927.  Mr.  Van  Vliet 
also  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Execu- 
tives of  Commissions  and  Associations  for  the  Blind 
held  in  New  York  City  in  December,  1926. 

Under  the  law,  the  County  Commissioners  may 
grant  aid  to  needy  blind  persons  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding $150  a  year.  At  the  close  of  the  biennial 
period,  there  were  108  persons  receiving  this  county  aid 
and  the  amount  being  paid  out  for  this  purpose  was 
$1,259.17  a  month. 

The  income  of  the  John  Nesmith  Fund  is  dis- 
tributed annually  among  deserving  blind  persons,  with 
small  supplementary  distributions  throughout  the 
year  when  new  cases  come  to  light.  John  Nesmith,  a 
native  of  New  Hampshire  who  died  in  Lowell,  Mass., 
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in  1869,  directed  in  his  will  that,  after  the  death  of 
his  wife  and  children,  certain  property  in  Lowell 
should  go  to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the 
benefit  of  the  blind  of  the  state.  In  1916,  the  Governor 
and  Council  made  a  settlement  with  the  heirs,  whereby 
New  Hampshire  received  $80,000  for  the  benefit  of  the 
blind.  The  income  of  this  fund  amounts  to  $3700  a 
year.  Of  course,  only  a  small  amount  can  be  granted 
to  each  individual  but  the  beneficiaries  have  found  it 
a  welcome  gift.  There  were  100  beneficiaries  during 
the  first  year  of  the  biennial  period  and  93  during  the 
second  year. 

The  State  Workshop  for  the  Blind  in  West  Man- 
chester, established  in  1917,  has  been  continued  as  in 
the  past,  the  expenses  being  paid  partly  from  shop 
revenue  and  partly  by  the  State.  The  men  handle  the 
chair  caning  department  themselves,  buying  their  own 
stock  and  making  their  own  prices.  In  the  broom  de- 
partment, journeymen  work  on  a  piece  basis  (with  a 
day  rate  for  sorting  corn)  and  apprentices  receive  a 
stated  amount  to  cover  their  board  and  room.  A  sight- 
ed man  is  employed  a  great  deal  of  the  time  to  assist 
in  sorting  corn,  inspecting  the  brooms,  etc.  The  men 
sometimes  earn  extra  money  by  purchasing  brooms 
from  the  Workshop  to  sell  and  blind  men  in  different 
parts  of  the  state  have  also  done  this.  One  man  has 
done  an  extensive  business  along  this  line  and  the 
Board  has  recently  appointed  him  the  selling  agent 
for  the  Shop.  He  is  now  disposing  of  practically  the 
entire  output  of  the  Shop.  During  the  biennial  period, 
there  have  been  eight  blind  men  at  the  Workshop,  the 
Foreman,  four  journeymen,  and  three  apprentices. 
There  were  1040  1-3  dozen  brooms  made  during  the 
first  year  and  1003  1-6  dozen  during  the  second  year.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES 
AND  CORRECTION 


Section  1.  The  board  shall  have  a  chairman  who 
shall  be  elected  in  January  of  each  year  at  the  regular 
meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 
It  shall  also  have  five  standing  committees  as  follows: 

1.  Almhouses. 

2.  Jails,  Reformatories  and  Houses  of  Correction. 

3.  Orphans'  Homes. 

4.  Dependent  Children. 

5.  State  Beneficiaries. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  shall  have  a  secretary  chosen 
from  outside  the  membership  of  the  board,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  proceedings, 
notify  the  members  of  meetings,  conduct  the  corres- 
pondence, and  with  the  assistance  of  the  chairman  pre- 
pare the  biennial  report,  the  report  to  be  submitted  to 
the  whole  board  before  being  published.  He  shall  also 
act  as  visiting  agent  to  placed-out  children  and  super- 
visor of  volunteer  visitors,  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  under  the  direction  of  the  board  as  may 
rightfully  belong  to  his  office. 

Sect.  3.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall 
be  held  at  the  office  in  Concord  (unless  otherwise  noti- 
fied), on  the  third  Friday  of  each  alternate  month  be- 
ginning with  January,  and  notices  of  said  meetings 
shall  be  given  to  all  members  of  the  board,  by  mail, 
not  less  than  four  days  in  advance. 

Sect.  4.     Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the

chairman,  the  secretary  or  any  three  members  of  the 
board. 

Sect.  5.  The  reports  of  the  secretary,  standing- 
committees,  and  members  at  the  meetings  of  the  board 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  and  placed  on  file  at  the 
office. 

Sect.  6.  Three  members  of  the  board  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  business. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

2.  Secretary's  report  to  the  board. 

3.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

4.  Reports  of  members. 

5.  Unfinished  business. 

6.  New  business. 

Sect.  7.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of 
the  board,  notice  of  such  intended  action  having  been 
previously  given.
